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Lonpon, Nov. 21.—Paris is beginning to 
@how disquieting signs of undue excitement. 
To-night the Boulanger song, which has been in 
abeyance for months, has suddenly taken a new 
lease of life on the boulevards and streets, which 
are fuller than they have been for a long time, 
despite the cold weather. 

There are many versions of M. Clémenceau’s 
talk to President Grévy this morning, but most 
of them agree that he told the President plainly 
that no stable Ministry of any sort was possible 
so long as he remained jn the Elysée. To have 
to summon M. Clémenceau must in itself have 
been a bitter pill to President Grévy, who, dur- 
ing all the vicissitudes of the last eight years, 
has had comfort from the fact that at least he 
has never been compelled to consult with M. 
Ciémenceau. The latter is at the Elysée again 
this evening with a number of responsible poli- 
ticians, and it is generally expected that the re- 
Bult of the conference will be to convince Presi- 
dent Grévy that he must resign. 

London has grown all at once very light- 
hearted over the whole Trafalgar-square busi- 
ness, and men who were on Saturday wholly 
gloomy about the outlook say now that Sir 
Charles Warren has acted foolishty in calling for 
Bpecial police and is really responsible for the 
scare himself, 

There is a large force of Continental detectives 
here, mostly German and Austrian, dressed as 
unemployed workingmen and looking for An- 
archists from those countries who are believed 
to be here. Aside from the fact that Stepniak 
has been in consultation with the leaders of the 
Socialistic demonstration from time to time I 


discover no signsof any Continental influence at 
work here. 

The police madeabig display to-day in the 
streets, with a heavy escort of horse and foot 
constables, taking two alleged dynamiters in 
the van to prison. A detective friend tells me 
that a great sensation in this line may be ex- 
pected next Monday when these two men will 
be brought up on remand and confronted with 
informers, but I fancy if there really is a case 
against them it will be kept until nearer the be- 
ginning of the session and the political year.

A TALK WITH MR. PARNELL. 

THE TORY POLICY HELPING IRELAND— 
TWO DYNAMITERS ARRESTED. 

LONDON, Noy. 21.—An interview was had 
with Mr. Parnell hereto-day during a flying visit 
made by him on business. He was dressed ina 
thick tweed suit, with a thick red cardigan 
jacket over his waisteoat, and a heavy frieze 
overcoat. He has allowed his beard te grow 
again, and wears his hair long. He looked thin 
and careworn, but said tkat his health was 
slowly improving. Sir Henry Thompson, who 
bas been treating him for a year, insists that he 
must recuperate, as otherwise he will be unable 


to bear the labors of the coming session of Par- 
liament. 


Mr. Parnell, on having his attention called to 
Michael Davitt’s speech at Stepaside yesterday, 
said: “I do not think it would become me to crit- 
icise or approve the management of the plan of 
eampaign. Iwas not consulted at its initiation 
and have since been unable, owing to the state of 
my health, to take any part in active politics 
outside of Parliament. Those who are on the 
spot and actively engaged are the best judges of 


what their own honor and the interests of the 
country require. Mr. Davitt is in a different 
pesition. His opinion is entitled to re- 
spect, coming frem one who is in Ireland and 
who is a man of singular, remarkable cour- 
age, Who never shrank from the consequences 
of his words or acts. But I do not gather that 
Mr. Davitt did criticise the plas. Herather 
Bcemed to be apprehensive thet things might 
be misunderstood in America. Respecting the 
zeneral situation, I may say that in my judyz- 
ment @ more feeble or inert Government never 
held the reins in Ireland. They are teaching 
Irishmen a most disastrous lesson by their 
bungling incapacity, teaching that the law may 
be successfully defied. For the law, as reeently 
constructed by the Unionist majority in the 
House of Commuons,is daily detied and with 
impunity by thousands of members of sup- 
— branches of the League and by every 

Nationalist newspaper editor in _ Ireland. 
In fact, one of the extraordinary 
results of the Coercion act and ‘a firm and 
resolute Goverament’ is that for every offense 
against the law committed before the passage 
ofthe Coercion bill hundreds are committed now, 
[ leave it to you to say whether [reland’s respect 
for the imperial Parliament, the possibility of 
her continued Government by the same agency, 
br the solidity of the union is likely to be in- 
creased, or whether this administrative inca- 
pacity does not render much nearer the conces- 
sion of such reasonable powers of self-govern- 
ment as will make our people law-abiding, pros- 
perous, and happy.” 

Several persons have been arrested at Wood- 
ford, Ireland, charged with being present at the 
midnight meeting at which Mr. O’Brien burned 
the Government proclamation. All have been 
released on bail. Warrants have been issued 
against humerous other persons, including Mr. 
Rowlands, the Englisn member of Parliament, 
and Mr. Dennehy, Secretary to Lord Mayor 
Sullivan. 

The Dublin Evening Telegraph siajes that the 
Executive has decided to suppresa the Kerry 
branches of the National League. 

The annual meeting of the National Union of 
Conservatives opens at Oxford to-morrow. Lord 
Salisbury will address the meeting on Wednes- 
aay. Among the subjects to be diseussed by the 
conference is a proposal to remedy the depres- 
sion in trade by a reform policy affeeting for- 
eign imports and the influx of foreigners. 

he Dublin Constitutional Club has resolved 
te present addresses to Lord Hartington and 
Mr. Goschen on their arrival in that city. The 
club willalso present an address to Lord Salis- 
bury at Oxford on Wednesday. Lord Harting- 
ton and Mr. Goschen have both declined an in- 
vitation to visit Belfast and deliver adaresses 
there. 

A detective has arrested a man named Callan, 
who disappeared after the death in London re- 
cently of the alleged dynamiter Cohen. A quan- 
tity of dynamite was found in Callan’s lodgings, 
and the police seized a package containing 
money sent to him by Moroney, alias Melville, 
who was said to be the agent in London of the 
Clan-na-Gael. Michael Harkins, one of the wit- 
nesses at the inquest on the body of Cohen, 
has also been arrested. Callan and Har- 
kins were brought into court this morning 
and charges preferred against them. The aub- 
stance foundin Callan’s lodgings was pronouneed 
dynamite. Superintendent Williamson, of Scot- 
land Yard, stated the facts in relation to the two 
men upon which their arrest was based. There 
were no witnesses. The prisoners were re- 
manded for trial. Callan’s address is Lowell, 
Mass. He is also known as Thomas Scott. The 
police have 1n their possession a letter sent to 
Harkins by “ Melville,” who is nowin America, 
containing a remittance. 

Tne Board of Trade has awarded a piece of 
silver to Capt. Boggs, of the American Line 
ateamer Indiana, and a silver medaland £2 
each to Wilding, Peterson, and Anthony, sea- 
amen of that vessel, for rescuing, while on a 
voyage from Liverpool to Philadelphia, the 
crew of the British bark Lammerzeir, from Bel- 
fast for Miramich), which was abandoned Sept. 1.

DEMANDING GREVY’S RESIGNATION. 
PLAIN TALK TO THE PRESIDENT— AN 
ATTEMPT TO ABOLISH HIS OFFICE. 
Paris, Nov. 21.—M. Clémenceau had an 
interview with President Grévy this morning 
and informed him that he was ready to forma 
cabinet. He said, however, that he was bound 
to indicate to the President that there were 
other elements besides the ministerial question 


te complicate the situation. M. Grévy said 
he would leave to M. Clémenceau the 
fullest latitude in the choice of col 
leagues. M. Clémenceau replied that the 
devotion of the President to the republic 
was indisputable, and that he might render her 
a last service by resigning. 1n view of the fact 
that his authority nad sustained a blow that was 
hurtful to the Republic, M. Grévy intimated 
that his refusal to resign was not final. He 
asked M, Ciémenceau to join with MM. Floquet, 
Goblet, and de Freycinet in a conference on the 
subject of his resignation. He said further that 
for mary reasons he desired to retire to private 
life, but it was his desire to quit the Elysée 
Palace with honor. Therefore he would remain 
in office until things were so arranged 
that he could tuke his departure with 
dignity. He felt that this was due to his past 
life and the office he held. He must avoid set- 
ting a bad precedent. He referred to Mr. Wil- 
son as the victim of a political intrigue against 
himself. The conference was of three hours’ 
duration. No decision was reached. 

The conferenee was renewed in the evening, 
when MM, Clémenceau, Floquet, Goblet, and de 
Freycinet each declined to accept the task of 
forming a Ministry. MM. Floyuet, Goblet, and 
de Freycinet adhered to the opinion of M. Clé- 
menceau. M. Grévy finally announced that he 
would appeal to other statesmen for assistance. 

In the Chamber of Deputies to-day M. Jolibois 
moved that the Constitution be revised, urging 
that the soleremedy for the presentsituation was 
to restore the people’s right to nominate the 
head of the State, and thus make the people 
the arbiter, instead of, as at present, the pluy- 
thing of political parties. He demanded urgency 
fer his motion. M. Barodet and M. Michelin 
spoke in tavor of a revision of the Constitution, 
in order, as they said, to abolish the Presidency. 
The demand for urgency for M. Jolibois’s motion 
was rejected by a vote of 381 to 173. 

M. Michelin then movea for urgency for a pro- 
posal to abolish the Presidency. M. Jolibois 
supported the motion. M,. Ribot appealed to the 
united Republicans to refuse their assent to the 
proposal, which, he said, tended to discredit the 
republic. M. Michelin’s motiou was rejected by 
a vote of 369to191. The Chamber adjourned 
until Thursday. 

A meeting of the Autonomist and Socialist 
sections of the Municipal Council was held this 
evening. There were about 300 persons in at- 
tendance, including Senater Songeon and Depu- 
ties Maillara, Arcbard, Planteau, Basly, Laisant, 
Camelinat, Brialou, Milleraud, and Calvinhac. 
Councilor Besson read the follewing proposal: 
“The Deputies of the Seine are requested to de- 
mand the resignation of the President and only 
to support a Government which will devote 
itself to the introduction of reforms aud which 
will promise to demand the _ resignation 
of M. Grévy.” The proposal was unani- 
mously adopted. A Vigilance Committee was 
formed, consisting of 35 members, including 8 
Deputies, 8 members of the Municipal Couneil, 
and 15 members of the Committee of the Fed- 
eration of the Seine, the others being members 
of other councils. The Vigilance Committee will 
constitute itself a permanent body aud will or- 
ganize the forces of the Republican Party for all 
eventualities. 

Prince Napoleon has sent a letter to Baron 
Dufour, a member of the Chamber of Deputies, 
saving that the resignation of President Grévy 
is necessary, and indireetly proposing himself 
as his successor. 

On the Bourse to-day prices were weak. Three 
per cert. rentes declined 50c., Crédit Fon- 
cier 12f., Suez Canal shares 2f. 50c., and Pana- 
ma Canal shares 5f. 50c. 

President Grévy summoned M. Brisson at 10 
o’clock this evening. 


BERLIN, Nov.'21.—The North German (Ga- 
zetie says: “The resignation of M. Rou- 
vier has recipitated the thunderstorm 
that has ong been brewing in the 
political sky of France. Our opinion 
as to the precipitous path down which French 
political development is rushing finds confirma- 
tion, swift and exhaustive beyond expectation, 
in the course of events.”

UNSER FRITZ’S CONDITION.

BERLIN, Nov, 21.—The following bulletin 
was received from San Remo on Saturday: 
“The c@dematous swelling of the Crown Prince’s 
larynx has entirely disappeared. The reduction 
ot the swelling was especially noticeable 
after the 15th inst., when a flocculent dis- 
charge of a reddish brown color occurred. 
Afterward the surface of the new growth 
on the left side of the larynx, with the suppu- 
rating part and the enlargement of the glottis, 
became perceptibie. Since then respiration has 
been free, and swallowing entirely painless.” 

The Empress is better, and will return to 
Berlin at the end of the month. 

Emperor William to-day gave an audience to 
the Siamese Minister and afterward received 
Kerr von Scholtz, the Finance Minister, who 
submitted his report. 


VIENNA, Nov. 21.—Reports are current 
here that the German Crown Prince has of late 
shown signs of occasional mental depression. 
He has written long letters to the Prince of 
Wales, the Crown Prince of Austria, and the 
Grand Duke of Bader. The Minister of Educa- 
tion has sharply reproved Prof. Storck for his 
recent attack on Dr. Mackenzie.

AN EXOITING COURT SCENE.

COL. GEBHARD EXPELLED 


T7HE NEW-YORK OCOLUB kKE- 
FUSES 10 COMPROMISE. 
DEMANDING THAT ALL HIS CHARGES 
BE WITHDRAWN—JUSTICE MURRAY 
THROWS OUT THE COLONEL’S SUIT. 

Col. Edward Gebhard, beyond doubt, is 
no longer a member of the New-York Club. He 
declares that he resigned a week ago, and last 
night the Board of Directors removed any possi- 
ble uncertainty by expelling him. Col. Geb- 
hard, while he denies the jurisdiction of 
the club tribunal, appeared before it 
and his counsel said for him what he had to say. 
But the judges had no usefor arbitration, and 
less liking for it than the Colonel had, and 
their verdict against him was unanimous. 
He did not wait for the decision, but 
went away after stating his ultimatum. As for 
the board, they sat until Tuesday was a few 
minutes old before they made public their do- 
ings. 

Col. Gebhard and his counsel, ex-Judge 
Arnoux, solemnly dismounted from a cab in 
front of the clubhouse about 9 o’clock in the 
evening. For atime it had been doubtful if the 
Colonel would appear before the Board of Man- 
agers, but he had finally decided to attend the 
meeting. With his counsel he stood a moment 
in the hallway, while Judge Arnoux stated 
that his client was there as a non-member, 


and then the two moved to the room where the 
hearing was held. And so at Jast, Col. Geb- 
hard, while denying the club’s right to try him, 
stcod befere the organization’s court. It was 
nearly a full bench that sat at the hearing, the 
only absentee of the 13 being Nathaniel Whit- 
man. 

“We found,” said Judges Arnoux afterward, 
“that it had been determined that nobody could 
cease to De a member till hia resignation was 
accepted. Then I asked them, as gentle- 
men, to accept Col. Gebnard’s resignation. 
This they were willing todo on certain terms: 
That he should withdraw his charges against 
different members of the club. He said that he 
would withdraw those against Secretary Wells, 
as it bad been decided by a court, although he 
had made it under legal advice. He would 
also withdraw his charges against Presi- 
dent Smith, but as to other matters he would 
not aecept the Board’s proposition. As they 
declined to accept his terms, that ended it, 
ana Col. Gebhard filed his answer.” 

In his formal answer Col. Gebbard denied that 
the Board of Managers bad jurisdiction over 
him as a member, either now or when the sum- 
mous was sent, as he resigned on Nov. 14. He 
also denied each and all of the specifications in 
the charges against him, except that he 
had not repaid to the club the money 
paid over to him. If the board charged, ke says, 
that the payment was made under a misappre- 
hension, the charge is false. To sustain this he 
challenges the production of the minutes 
of the meeting at which the account was 
audited, and asks the examination of 
members present at the meeting. He recites 
the services which he performed for the club 
and the fact that he expended money 
in his’ researches. He declares that his 
charges were just, but, on account of the 
dispute, be is willing to submit to arbitra- 
tion, and names Judge E,. L. Fancher, 
ex-Judge Charles P. Daly, ex-Gov. Hoadiy, 
George De Forrest Lord, Samuel Riker, Henry 
L. Bogert, or Francis T. Garretson to determine 
the value of the services rendered by him, and 
in case the amount awarded is less than what 
he received he will refund the difference, on 
condition that the club shall pay him whatever 
sum shali be awarded bim. 

In relation tothe chargefof taking a letter 
from anybody’s box, he says that he never 
took a letter from any box not bis own. 
He asks the board to specify the nat- 
ure of the alleged misapprehension un- 
der which they labored when his bill 
was audited, and that they shall furnish him 
with the names of his accusers andthe wituesses 
to substantiate the charges. on? 

* after this was submitted,” said Judge Ar- 
noux, * we chailenged the board. We challenged 
Mr. Wells, but the board voted him competent. 
Two members voluntarily withdrew, and the 
board then voted that all were competent to sit. 
Still Mr. Wells was directed by the club’s coun- 
sel not to sit. Then Col. Gebhard and myself 
withdrew.” 

Neither the fighting ex-member or his counsel 
seemed at all worried by his struggle with the 
club Directors. They took matters very coolly, 
and said nothing about what they would 
or what tkrey would not do in the 
future. They simply stuck to their point 
that Col. Gebhard was not a member of the 
club, and therefore was not under its Directors’ 
jurisdiction. There had been no objection 
to Judge Arnoux appearing as the Colonel’s 
counsel, although some was thought possible 
before the hearing. It was evident that Col. 
Gebhard would uot drop all his charges, one of 
them being that against Mr. Whitman, and so no 
compromise was possible. 

When the Directors had ended their session 
and ruled Col. Gebhard out, the news seemed to 
cheer upthe other members, who, to be sure, 
had antieipated no other result. 

President Smith said that the expulsion had 
been made simply because Col. Gebhard had been 
found guilty of the charges and speeitications 
made against him. ‘* We made no objection to 
his having counsel at the hearing,” he addea. ** He 
might have had Roscoe Conkling if he wanted 
him.” 

The proposition for arbitration seemed rather 
to suprise the club members. They insisted that 
there was nothing to arbitrate and the proposal 
wasout of the question. There had been talk 
that Roscoe Conkling might be called to account 
for his friendliness toward Col. Gebhard, but 
last night there was nobody wko seemed to put 
much faith in the reports. 

The Yorkville Police Court was crowded yes- 
terday with society leaders iuterested in the 
case of Col. Edward Gebhard against Henry 
Wells, Secretary of the New-York Club. Col. 
Gebhard had accused Mr. Wells of blackmail in 
sending him a letter, written under the orders 
of the Board of Directors of the club containing 
an orger for the Colonel to show cause why he 
should not be expelled frem the club. 
His direct examination by his counsel, ex-Judge 
Arnoux, consisted merely in the Colonel’s identi 
fying the letter complained of and identifying 
the writing as that of Secretary Wells. 

Lawyer [ra Warren, a wember of the club, 
took up the cross-examination. 

‘‘How long have you been a lawyer?” was the 
first question asked. 

“Since 1860,” the Colonel answered. 

“Where were you in December, 1869?’ was 
the next question. 

It was followed by a prompt objection by ex- 
Judge Arnoux. “That matteris 20 years old,” 
said he. “There ‘has been an intimation 
that if Col. Gebhard came into 
his character would be broken down.” 
ebjection was sustained by Justice Murray, but 
Col. Gebhard demurred and said he was ready to 
meet any charges Or answer any questions re- 
garding his past life, but he answered that “he 
could not remember where he was at that time.” 

Mr. Warren then offered in evidence a copy of 
an order of the Supreme Court for Col. Gebhard 
to show cause why he should not be debarred, 
but it was excluded. Col. Gebhard said, how- 
ever, that these papers were never served on 
him, but were dismissed without his appearing. 
The Celonel gave a history of the trouble over the 
bill for his circumstances, and Justice Murray 
distnissed the complaint on the ground that the 
letter was not shown to have been sent to ex- 
tort money, but was sent by the Secretary ofa 
club by order of the club to secure the refund- 
ing of money paid.

A BRIDGE BUILDER’S FATE, 

POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., Nov. 21.—The 
killing of John Murray, of Albany, by falling 
from the top chord of a traveler on the west end 
of the truss of the Poughkeepsie Bridge to-day 
was one of the most appalling accidents ever 
witnessed on the Hudson, The top cherd spoken 
of is 240 feet high from the river, and he was on 


top of it bolting it fast. When he tinished the bolt- 
ing be raised up with a hammer or bar in his 
hand, lost his balance, and fell. He turned over 
once in his frightful descent, and 200 feet below 
the cherd was going down, feet first, and his face 
to the east, when he struck a tie-timber with his 
feet and body, the right side of his head striking 
anothertimber.

AN ACTION 


ARISING OUT OF SPECULA- 
TION IN WHEAT. 

Sr. Pavr, Minn., Nov. 21.—A bill in equity 
was filed Saturday at Philadelphia by the de- 
fendantin the case of W. R. Merrian against A. 
A. MeLeod, in which the latter charges Merriat 
with fraudulent practices. The suit was brought 
by Merrian to recover $6,000 from McLeod, 
which was half the loss in a wheat deal in which 
the two were interested several years ago, and 
in his bill of equity McLeod claims that the loss 
was caused by swindling operations of Merrian. 
McLeod is Acting General Manager of the Penn- 


sylvania Railroad. The matter has caused agreat | 


sensation, as Mr. Merrian is a millionaire and 
President of the Merchants’ National Bank of 


St. Paul, and a prominent candidate for the Re- 
go, Gubernatorial nomination. He is now 
n New-York at the Fifth-Avenue Hotel. R.C. 
Elliott the bank’s private secretary, says: ‘In 
1878 Mr. Merrian furnished McLeod some money 
for the purchase of wheat in Manitoba, with 
some understanding as to the mutual share of 
orotits. The deal resulted in a Joss, and Mr. 

errian took McLeod’s notes for his proportion 
of the loss. I think the total loss was $8,000, 
and Mr. Merrian is now suing McLeod on his note, 
which, with the accrued interest, amounted to 
about $6,000. There has been considerable 
correspondence between the two, and McLeod 
turned over some collateral to Mr. Merrian in 
the shape of bonds and mortgages on lands in 
Dakota and Minnesota, I don’t kuow what the 
amount of money used in the deal was, but it 
must have been three or four times the amount 
of the loss. McLeod thought he saw a chance 
to make money aud cameto Mr. Merrian with 
his plan. McLeod was to buy wheat, which was 
then selling atabnormally low pricesin Manitova, 
ship the grain to the United States in bond, and 
sellit here, expecting to realize a very good 
profiton the differeucein price. Mr. Merrian 
and McLeod were formerly intimate friends, 
but of late years Mr. Merrian has grown tired 
of being abused by McLeod, and, after having 
repeatedly tried to settle the matter, has at last 
brought itinto court. Mr, Merrian once offered 
to take collateral lands securing the note as 
part payment. As near as we could estimate, a 
fair value of the lands would be $4,000,”

If I should 
be offered £15 fora letter in England, I should 
think that some one was playing a joke upon 
me, but here for one letter some one offers me 
$300.” 

“Will you permit the question, then, since 
you are 80 impressed with this vast extent and 
boundless prosperity, as to how you regard this 
great fact, philosophically ?”’ 

“It is aquestion of the greatest importance. 
It can only be answered by a long exposition, 
but it seems to me that there must be an end to 
this. Either there will be a great collapse or a 
great discipline, It cannot go on without one or 
the other.”

THE DISASTER OFF DOVER 


ONLY EIGHTY OF THE SCHOL- 
TEN’S COMPANY SAVED. 
CAPT. TAAT AMONG THE LOST—STATE- 

MENTS BY THE ROSA MARY’S OFFI- 

CERS-—-THE LOST AND SAVED. 

LONDON, Nov. 21.—Eighty persons in all 
have been saved from the wrecked steamer W. 
A. Scholten. One of the survivors is named 
Rohre. There is another survivor in the hospital 
whose name is not known. Twenty-three 
bodies have been identified. Chief Engineer 
Edixhoven was landed at Seaford yesterday 
morning. No more bodies have been recovered 
at Dover, but two bodies have been washed 
ashore at Deal. There is now no doubt that 
Capt. Taat went down with his steamer. The 
sunken vessel lies in 20 fathoms of water. The 
survivors will sail for New-York on Wednesday. 
Mr. Robson, one of the passengers saved, 
stated to a reporter that the W. A. Scholten had 
just weighed anchor when the collision occurred. 
There were 800 life belts on board, and most of 
the passengers were supplied with them; but 
they proved useiessin a majority of cases, as 
the people were engulfed withthe ship. The 
steamer’s decks burst when she was foundering. 
It is the universal feeling that tho fault of the 
collision rests with the steamer Rosa Mary. 
Chief Mate Wells, of that vessel, states that she 
left Hartlepool on Friday in command of Capt. 
Webster, and with a crew of 16 men. On the 
night of the collision there was a shifting fog; 
sometimes it was dense, while at intervals it 
wasclear. At about 8:30 o’clock, he saya, the 
collision occurred. ‘*We had been at anchor 
since 8 o’clock. Myself and the Captain were 
on the bridge. The sea was of thecalmest. Our 
lights were burning brightly and the fog bell 
was sounding constantly. I first saw the collid- 
ing steamer off our starboard bow. She was 


showing white and green lights, indicating that 
she was shaping her course to the starboard 
side. We could not shift our position, being 
anchored and the tide being ebb. The steamer 
soon ported her helm and attempted to cross our 
bows. The tide, however, not being rightly 
judged, settled the vessel on our bows, cutting 
her to the water’sedge. 1 cannot say whether 
it was the W. A. Seholten that was in collision 
with us. Whatever vessel it was, she proceeded 
on her course and soon disappeared in the dark- 
ness. We remained at anchor during the night, 
and were piloted to Dover at 7 o’clock in the 
morning. There we docked.” 

Capt. Webster states that the weather during 
the voyage was hazy. “On Saturday morning 
there was a heavy fog, and the Rosa Mary 
anchored for three hours off Halfordness, She 
proceeded at 11 o’clock and passed the East 
Goodwin Lightship at 7in theevening. The fog 
became so thick that she was compelled to 
anchor again at 8 o’clock, the vessel being then 
from seven to eight miles west-southwest 
of the East Goodwin Light. The collision 
occurred about 10:30 P. M. The  fore- 
castle lookout was the first to intimate 
the approach of a vessel. Isawa bright white 
light a pointand a halt off the starboard bow. 
Soon a green light appeared, indicating that she 
Was passing our starboard bow. Accompanied 
by the mate L went to the upper bridge and saw 
Lhe same lights. Suddenly the green light disap- 
peared and a red light was shown. Immediately 
there was a terrific collision. The steamer that 
struck us proceeded, and no atteinpt was made 
to ascertain what injury had been done. The 
fog had lifted, revealing the lights plainly. We 
signaled for assistance, but none came until the 
morning. During the nignuta number of drift- 
ing nets caught on the anchor and on the broken 
bows.

The accuracy of 
the hist is questioned because, as Agent 
Toorn pointed out, the name of George 
Moore appears among the missing, when, as a 
watter of fact, an interview with him adout the 
accident appeared in THE TIMES yesterday 
morning. The agent thinks that the list of vic- 
tims will be further reduced by later reports, as 
severalrescued by sail craft were necessarily car- 
ried out of the way. The first engineer was in 
the water four hours, aud after being picked up 
was landed 80 miles away. It is thought that 
some more of the English passengers will turn 
up, a8 they were probably scattered in the con- 
fusion and by a natural desire to return home as 
quickly as possible. 

Katharine H. Van Dongelen, with her three 
children, was on her way to join her husband in 
Paterson, N. J. He is a thrifty factory hand, 
whocame to this country and accumulated a 
snug property. He bought tickets of the agent, 
Mendendorp, at Paterson, and had bis home all 
in order for the reception of his wife and chil- 
dren. The passengers lost are believed to be 
wostly Dutch and Italian immigrants.

General Agent Toorn said that Capt. Taat had 
been 15 years intheemploy of the company, 
and was regarded as thoroughly trustworthy. 
He was a great favorite with passengers and a 
good disciplinarian. He was 358 years old and 
had a wife and five children in Amsterdam. He 
was to take command of the steamer Edam on 
his arrival in port. 

Some comment has been made on the tele- 
graphed statemerts that the lifeboats were use- 
jess and that the steamer sank so quickly, 
although equipped with water-tight compart- 
ments. This can be accounted for only on the 
theory that the engine room was punctured. It 
has not yet been found practicable to put water- 
tight compartments in that section of the ocean 
steamers. The steamer had eix lifeboats, each 
capable of carrying 50 persons. Three 
hung on the port side and three on the 
Starboard side. Formerly the steamer was 
equipped with eight boats, but the two aft were 
replaced by life rafts. Two of the lifeboats were 
damaged by the collision, and after the Scholten 
was run iuto she filled and listed so quickly that 
only two boats could be launched in time for 
use. The life rafts were probably made use of 
as well as the life preservers. All accounts 
agree that the steamer sank in less than haif an 
hour, and it is not unlikely that many of the 


passengers who jumped overboard with life pre- 
servers perished from exposure, as the water 
was extremely cold.

THE ALBANY SENATORSHIP. 


TAKING TESTIMONY IN THE CASE IN 
THE POLICE COURT. 

ALBANY, Nov. 21.—Police Justice Clute 
heard the testimony of a number of reputable 
witnesses to-day, and then announced that he 
would review the stenographers notes and to- 
morrow decide whether he would issue war- 
rants for the arrest of the Democratic officers 
who are mixed up in the election in the Elev- 
enth (Watervliet) District. For the second time 
the bogus return which these worthies fixed up 
for the Supervisor of Watervilet town was 
produced in eourt by County Cierk Moore, Its 
figures give Norton Chase 45 more votes for 
Senator than Henry Russell, and therein it 
differs from the duplicate returns made election 
night for the Town Clerk and the County Clerk. 
The events of election night were faithfully de- 
scribed to Justice Clute by an honest-looking 
farmer of Newtonville named Moffat, a Repub- 
lican, who was one of the three members of the 
Eleventh District Board of Election Inspectors, 
He swore that he counted the pile of Senatorial 
ballots after the two Democratic inspectors, 
Arthur L, Main and Federal Supervisor Peter 
Leary, Jr., had finished counting them. Glanc- 
ing at the signatures on the bogus returns, he 
identified them as those of Main and John B. 
Sullivan, the other Democratic inspector, and 
of Leary, and swore positively that that return 
had not been made out on the night of the elec- 
tion. A week after, however, Maiu and Sullivan 
met him and requested him as the third mem- 
ber of the Board of Inspectors to sign the re- 
turn, but this he refused ‘to do. They said 
that Leary had confessed to having given Rus- 
sell 45 votes belonging to Chase, and upon the 
strength of that they proposed to make out the 
return accordingly. 

The Federal Supervisor of Elections, Mr. 
Crofts, another Republican, correborated Mr. 
Moffatt’s story of the occurrences of election 
night. Between these two men Leary sat dur- 
ing the canvass. Three watchers all testified to 
the fairness of the proceedings during the can- 
vass of the votes, and to the fact that the figures 
on the Town Clerk’s and County Clerk’s returns 
agreed in giving Russell 282 and Chase 186 
votes. The eévidence all seemed clearly to 
indicate that the Democratic inspectors 
and the Democratic Federal Supervisor had 
perpetrated a fraud in the preparation 
of the Supervisors’ returns. The name of Leary 
was called, but he answered not. it Was ex- 
pected that the Democratic Federal Marshal, J. 
H. Burns, would contribute unwillingly some in- 
tormation whieh would further criminate his 
political brethren, but neither be nor Leary had 
come to court. Leary, in fact, is said to be hid- 
ing under “advice” fora day ortwo, The affi- 
davit containing his confession, the substance 
of which was printed exclusively in THt TiMEs 
a week ago, will, itis reported, be given to the 
public to-inorrow for what it is worth. |

THE NEW STEEL GUNS. 

Troy, N. Y., Nov. 21.—The preparations 
for making steel guns at the Government gun 
plant at the Watervliet Arsenal are practically 
completed and work has already begun on the 
smaller calibre cannon that are to be issued to 
the United States batteries for service. With 
the present facilities at the arsenal 25 field guns 
aud 2 large cannon—one 10 and one 8 inch—for 


coast defense will be completed on or before 
Nov. 1,1888. The 25 fieid gunsin process of 
manufacture will be of 3.20 ealibre. 

The castings were wade at Midvale, near Phil- 
ade!phia. The guns are breechioaders and will 
carry a projectile weighing 13 pounds, the 
ehargo weighing 3% pounds. These guus will be 
turned over to the army for use as soun as com 
pleted. They will have the Eastman device, 
perfected in France, for breechloading, includ- 
ing the slotted screw, which works automatically. 
The steel tieldpieces complete, without carriages, 
cost about $525 each. The large steel guns 
have heretofore cost about $1,000 a ton. The 
material for completing the 27 guvus is all on the 
ground, and Watervliet is the oniy place where 
steel guns are being made for the United States 
Army.

BARNUM ON TOP AS USUAL 


NEARLY. EVERYIHING GOT 
AWAY FROM THE BIG FIRE. 
STARTLING AND AMUSING INCIDENTS~— 
DROWNING OF AN ELEPHANT— 

SHOOTING OF A LION. 

BripGEeport, Conn., Nov. 21.—A choicer 
selection of howls, roars, and screams, anda 
subtle combination of all three was never heard 
in Africa, Asia, Europe, or Australia than was 
produced here last nigat by the burning of the 
main building at the Winter headquarters of 
Barnum and Bailey’s circus, Bridgeport’s 
Chief of Police says that he never heard any- 
thing to equal it in his life, and he has traveled 
extensively in Connecticut aud Rhode Island 

Narrow is not the word; itis not thin enough 
to convey afair conception of the character of 
the escapes made on Sunday night by worthy 
burghers from ferocious denizens of the jungles 
on the outskirts of this city. Some of these 
escapes Will furnish conversation for the ensu- 
ing Winter, and the visitor will learn that even 
in a peaceful community like this it is possible, 
even in moderate weather, to have one’s veins 
packed with molecules of ice. 

Gone are the gorgeous band chariots; gone 
the glittering tableaux vehicular contrivances, 
forno man with a pinch of the picturesque 
eould write them down wagons. They vurned 
freely, and played a strong though quiet partin 
the play of Sunday night. Paraphernalia of all 
kinds was turned into ashesin a few hours, but 
the burning of inantmate matter created no ex- 
citement among the thousands who witnessed 
the fire. The people thought only of the animals, 
whose roars and screams of rage and terror 
both fascinated and frightened the Hsteners. Not 
until to-day was it learned that the actual loss of 
animal life was confined to fuur elephants, one 
lion, some horses, a number of ponies and small 
animals, several cages of birds, and partof a 
rhinoceros. For four hours after the fire had 
done its worst it was supposed that the number 
ot animals lost was much larger, and the loss in 
dollars was placed at a million, 

Daylight Jessened the loss, lowered the num- 
ber of casualties, and strengthened the nerves. 
And it brought Barnum and Bailey to the scene. 
Mr. Bailey was cheerful; Mr. Barnum was Dima 
self. The loss of animal life grieved them butbh, 
of course, and, according to both, it was difficult, 
or rather it eutai’ed much labor and a great deal 
of ingenuity in this age to pick up $1,000,- 
OOO, but, on the whole, the fire was not 
such a disastrous affair as it might have 
been. Barnum and Bailey still lived. Had 
they been burned up the country might bave 
been placed in a hole. It would have been 
forced to remain satisfied with the efforts of 
ordinary men. But the boundiag* Bs were still 
on deck end in a position to predict that the 
pheenix of the future would be so surpassingly 
and inudescribably dazzling that the old bird 
would sink into oblivicen without causing 
a ripple except as an advertising mediuro. 
In that role, of course, it would be 
worked until it fell to pieces. No antiques in 
the coming greatest show on earth; no lions 
with molars so dulled as to bs unable to leave 
anindelibie Barnum & Bailey stamp on the 
tender leg of a yearling heifer. Everything— 
the old stock included—will be brand-new, 
down to George Washington’s coach and Noah's 
ark; in short, on noue of the exhibits of the 
coming show will there be a single fly. 

rhis was a great day for Bridgeport, for the in- 
habitants of the surrounding country knocked 
otf work .and just raced to get here. As Mr. 
Barnum gazed at the crowd it may have oc- 
curred to him that at 50 cents a head there was 
at least $5,000 itn, if the fence hadn't been down. 
But the fence was down—sections of it at least— 
and the money went back with the visitors. 
The latter, however, had little excitement 
compared with that which filled the towns- 
people last night. To-day’s visitors saw only tha 
rulus. Of the burned elephants they saw the 
remains, but between those of ordinary; 
elephants and the sacred white elephant of Siany 
there wasno differeace. They are all charred 
to the same condition and their flavor is hig tha 
But for their own obstinacy none of the 
elephants would have been burned. Samson 
refused to have his shackles knocked off, and 
struck his keeper ablow with his trunk that al- 
most tinished him. 

The sacred white elephant was evidently tired 
of lite. He was given an opportunity to escape. 
He iunged toward the door, apparently under the 
impression, ou account of the temperature, that 
he wasin the vicinity of bis native lair. One 
sniff ef Bridgeport ozone undeceived the beast. 
He executed @ right-abuout-face movement, 
shook his brief and undignified tail in 
@ manner suggestive of disdain at the 
staring thousand, bent his sacred cocva- 
nut before the fiery blast, and was cremated. 
Some of bis admirers maintain that his death 
was due to the cruel doubts expressed by many 
that he wasn’t as white as he might have been. 
But as Jumbo, or his hide. was not Jost the 
American youth is permitted to enjoy his 
Thanksgiving ditier with 2 grateful heart. 
Samsou, Alice, and a companion may have 
been burned, another elephant may have pre- 
ferred a watery grave and drowned himself or 
beeu drowned, but their loss can be berne so 
long as Jumbo’s hide is safe. ‘ 

The tire burned with tremendous vigor. 
Everybody seemed to expect that the circus 
beadauarters would eventually meet with such 
a fate, but nobody was apparently prepared for 
the fire, noteven the watersupply. George W. 
Myers, the watchman who discovered the fire 
and sounded the first alarm, had an experience 
that seems io prove the tire to have been of in- 
ceudiary origin. He found the door of 
the stable in which the ponies were housed 
open when it ought to have been closed. 
The stable was already on fire. He sounded the 
alarm, then laid the lantern he was carrying on 
the ground, and was about to enter the stable to 
loose the ponies when he was struck on the 
head witha billy by an unknown man. He lay 
nucouscious, he supposes, fur 10 or 15 minutes. 
When he recovered the fire was raging in all 
quarters of the main building, which was abous 
200 feet broad by 500 feet long, 

There were 31 elephants in the building, and 
27 of these Were taker out by Keeper Mabir and 
other circus employes. Some of these wandered 
wherever they chose, and carried consternation 
with them. None of them did anyinjury. One 
of them wandered down to the water’s edge, 
and this moruing concluded to have aswim. He 
swam out to one of the beacons, and clambered 
up on the foundation. There he was noticed by 
some men, whe went to his assistance in a 
boat. The poor brute looked at the men 
as they approached. They spoke to him in a 
coaxing manner, aud he seemed to make up his 
mind to return with them. He entered the 
water. It was very cold and he sank almost 
immediately. In afew minutes the huge bod 
came to the surface, but the elephant was de 
His carcass went out with the tide, and wiil 
probably furnish a fresh crop of sea serpent 
stories. 

Nimrod, the lion, was rescued by ex-Trainer 
Bulkeley, who come out of the burning building 
with his right band grasping the mane of the 
great beast. The animal was trembling with 
fright and followed his rescuer like adog. Pos- 
sibly on account of his pacific demeanor, Police- 
man Small and another man began firing at the 
jion with revolvers. Bulkeley tried to save the 
beast and called on the shooters to de 
sist. The lion broke away, but was re- 
captured by Bulkeley, who forced him into a 
pen. Thence he was frightened by the fire and 
made his way to the fence. There had been a 
large number of people on the fence, but on see 
ing the hon approach they got down or feli 
down. On the other side of the fenve was 
George Tucker. He knew nothing of the 
lion, and the ition was unacquainted with 
him. ‘fhe lion jumped over the fence 
aud alighted on Mr. Tucker. That gentleman 
gave one yell, It neariy knocked the remaining 
life out of the lion, and put bim in such @ hurry 
to get away that he took with him some of Mr. 
Tucker's trousera and also some of the under- 
lying cuticle, but as he left at once and forgot te 
kill Mr. ‘Cucker the latter is satisfied. 

Nimrod had a pitiful ending. After his ad- 
Venture with Mr. Tucker he found his way into 
a cow shed, owned by Mrs. Marcella Rickord. 
In the shed were a cow and ahelfer. Without 
waiting for an introduction the lion sprang at the 
cow andembraced her. The cow bellowed. Mrs. 
Rickord heard the row and entered the shed. 
She thought the cow and heifer were fighting. 
Upon approaching the cow’s Stall she concluded 
the cow had been attacked by a huge dog. She 
picked upa hoe handle and gave tbe lion a whack 
that must have made his backache. He was 
busy exploring the interior of the cow, and paid 
Mrs. Kickord gave him a poke in 
the ribs. Helooked at her and roared. Mra, 
Reckord didn’t faint until she got outside. Then 
apriuter vamed Harry Breen appeared. He 
was told there was large game on the 
premises. He procured a rifle, took aim 
through a bole in the roof, and killed the animal] 
by shooting him in the head. The lion had 
killed the cow, and was chewing a leg of the 
heifer when he was shot. Small boys cut off his 
claws and tail to-day, and would probably have 
eut the careass into small pieces if Mrs. Rickord 
hadn’t been advised to preserve the body as 
evidence that she had suffered through his dep- 
redations. 

The rhinoceros made a sensation that eclipsed : 
the accomplishment of any and all of tho other 
auimals. Nobody saved him; he saved himself, 
or part of himseif, for when he walked out of the 
burning building the hide was hanging down in 
atrips. He was terribly burned and frightened, 
too. He carefully concealed his — and 
when he approached the crowd the latter 
gave him atl the room that even a 
burned rhinoceros had any reason ta 
expect. Wherever he moved he was 
alene, buf when he finally rolled toward the 
fence there was a scramblejthat thre wall other 
scrambles into the ghade. Then was is deanve- 
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strated that Bridgeport girls can climb a fence 
just as easily, more casily in fact, than Bridge- 
port men. Hundreds of them were on the wrong 
side of the fence when the rhinoceros appeared 
in their vicinity. Though be made no hostile 
demonstrations his appearance was against 
him. 
first. It was every girl for herself 
mau for himself. The girls weren’t the last to 
got over, though they receive? no assistanes 
from the men. Many of them asserted their 
womanhood, but not until the rhinoceros was on 
the other side of the fenee, by fainting, but 
such incicents went for very little last nicht. 
{tis a difficult matter to-day to find anybody 
who Was scared last night, but people with weak 
nerves were not scarce on Sunday night. The 
report that the town and country was overrun 
with snakes made hundreds feel weak at the 
knees, Many of these received an awfu! shock in 
one of the dark approaclies to the scene of the 
fire, Upon eoming suddenly in sight of a line of 
Hire hose they turned and fled, currying the 
information that the anaconda was leesa 
and in a atate of the utmost exasperation. 
The driver of a fire engine met an elephanton j 
the way. He loved his borsea, and he turned 
about and got to the fire by anotherroute. A 
dozen young men joined forces and struck out 
tor thetire. On the way they saw a St. Bernard 
dog crouched in front of his master’s residence. 
They walked a mile ont of their way rather 
than disturh the lion, mistaking him for Nimrod, 
The playful monkey made bis escape to the 
lost monkey, and pretty nearly got frozen 
to death as he serambicd over the roofs and 
through the trees. The percupine escaped 
aisc aud went whither he pleased. Nobody ex- 
tended any courtesies to him, and people fought 
as shy of him as they did of the rhinoceros. 
The latter neariy gave one maa a fit, but with- 
out intention. They didn’t sea each other until 
within four fest of a collision. The man gave 
oné yeli—all he seemed to possess—and fled. A 
ymuile from the scene uf his encounter he was 
stopped by afriend, He was too much out of 
bréath to explain and at once tried to climb a 
tree. Ittook five minutes to convince him that 
the rhinoceros was running In the other direc- 
tion. 
' The fire was a notable onoin its way; dnt its 
extent, In a money sense, is far smaller than 
was at first imagined. The general impressicn 
is that Mr, Barnum did the proper thing when 
he continued his sleep after hearing of the fire. 
A common expression is: ‘‘Barnuin will make

OPPOSED TO IMMIGRATION. 
At the meeting of the Academy of Polit- 


| fecal Sciences last evening at Columbia College 


Prof. Richmond M. Smith read a paper on immi- 
gration, fhe continuaxce of immigration was 
not needed, Pref, Smiththought. There were, ho 
said, about 15,000,000 persons in the United 
States who were of fereign or mixed parentage, 
This was about 34 per cent. cf the entire popuila- 
tion. If we included the Southern negroes, 
two-fifths of the population consisted of 
persons who could not be strictly claesed as 
native Americans. Although some good might 
be produced by the infusion of new blood, we 
should realize the extent to which immigration 
had been earried. In portions ef New-Engiand 
the foreign element was very large. Over half 
of the population of Boston and the other large 
cities of Massachusetts was of foreign 
or mixed parentage. There had been @ 
great change in the character of the immigrant 
of late years. Formerly the difficulties in the 
way of immigration made it difficult for any 
but the best class of peuple to come here. 
Now the traveling facilities had so in- 
creased that any one conld come _ to 
America. Illiteracy had been greatly in- 
creased . Dy recent immigration. The 
influence of the Nermans on the British charac- 
ter had been spoken of ag very important, al- 
though the Norman element had only been 10 
per cent. ef the entire Nation. Wowld not the 
much larger toreign element here have strong 
effect on the national character of Americat 
We had now reached a position, he said, where 
we no longer needed immigration. 

Prof. Boyesen said that when traveling in the 
West, some 18 years ago, he found the foreign- 
ers enthusiastic about the superiority of Amer- 
ican institutions to those of the old eountries, 
Now they seemed to have no desire whatever to 
assimilate with the native element.

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CABMEN ALMOST DESPAIR 


FAITH IN THE MAYOR 

RUDELY SHAKEN. 

WHERE SHRALI. THEY TURN FOR RE- 
LIEF FROM SWITCHES 7—STREET CAR 
COMPANIES INDIFFERENT. 

Every driver, whether of cab, carriage, or 
truck, knows the Wharton switches on the 

Twenty-third-street horse car line. SQ many

wheels have been wrenched off by them that ' 


they have become as familiar to drivers as aro 
harbor reefs to skippers, There is one at Second- 
avenue where the cars turn on their journey 
toward the Long {sland City ferry; one at 
Fourth-avenue where the green ears turn into 
Twenty-third-street, and one at Broadway where 
the green cars swing into that thoroughfare. 
The last, being situated at a point where travel 
is always heavy, isthe worst, and itis there tiat 
accidents usually occur. The peculiarity about 
the switch is that itis stationary and unmovable. 
A common switch will spread under pressure, and 
it is not always in the way. An automatic 
switch, such as is now in moat eommon use, 
must be badly cut of orderto wrench off a wheel. 
But in this ease big slaba of iron project above 
the pavement, making a positive !mpediment to 
travel, The ground has tobeleft bare on one 
side, leaving a sharp, deeprut. When the wheel 
of any vehicle except a horse car dreps into the 
rut itis a gone wheelif the driver tries to leave 
the track at that point by turning out for an 


approaching vehicle, or swerving in any 
dexree from the narrow lines ofthe switch. In 
times past some ef the owners of dismantled 
wheels have complained to the horse car coin- 
pany, and have been advised to sue the city. 
{Inquiry in regard to the process to be followea 
in such a course has not been encouraging in its 
results. The prospect of litigation for four or 
five years to recever damages of from $20 to 
$50 has not appealed with much force to the 
average cabinan, who knows that the lawyer 
whom he might engage would probably absorb 
his savings during the waiting period. 

With Mayor Hewiti’s vigorous and promising 
advent into municipal control, a way for re- 
adress soeimed to unfold itself to the slow intel- 
leets of the afflicted. It did not take definite 
form until he had been several monthe in office. 
Then, in reaponse to e complaint against the 
obstacles, the Mayor replied that he was glad to 
be informed of the grievanee of any citizen; that 
the presentationof a grievance was a sign of 
good citizenship, and that he would refer 
the complaint to the proper department 
and see that it received due attention. 
After such an eneouraging reply it would 
hardly be supposed that tae matter wonld slum- 
ber for six months. The cabmen on whose be- 
half the appeal was made certainly never 
dreamed of such a delay as they talked and 
beamed over the gooa news. ‘They recalled that 
whenever before the city authorities reminded 
railroads of obstacle to travel the obstacies were 
straichtway removed, the railroads not stopping 
to discuss With the city any questions ef vested 
rights or whether or not the impediments threat- 
ened life, limb, or property. But no word came 
from the Mayor in six months, and when a 
courteous reminder was sent him of his 
promise, he replied in a spirit that was anything 
but good-tempered. After admitting that in- 
quire had shown him that the switches were 
objectionable and dangerous, be said he was 
advised by Gen. Newton that the law gave 
the Commissoner of Public Works no authority 
to remove the switcheg, Therefore he advised 
the complainants to have those responsibie for 
the switches indicted for maintaining a nuisance, 
or to sue for damages, Then he turned the 
tables on the complainant and demanded to 
know why he had not done his duty as a citizen, 
und why he had come to the Mayor when it was 
in his own power to get redress. 

Having thus polished off the complainant, the 
Mayor paused for @ reply. He gotitina few 
days. The complainant said he had done his 
duty in asking the head of the city Government 
to abate a recognized evil, and that private 
effert would he futile and needless when the coa- 
solidated act fully covered the case, as follows: 

SECTION 316, The Department of Public Works 
shall have cognizanceandcontyel * * * of paving, 
repaving, and repairing streets and keepipg the 
same Clear of obstractions. 

Src. 317. ‘There shall be eight bureaus In the De. 
partment of Public Works, * * * (8,)a bureau 
ior the removal of incumbrances on the streets or 
sidewalks. 

Suc, 324, It shall be the duty of the Commissioner 
to remove all obstructions now existing or which 
may hereafter be placed upon any street or sidewalk. 

Src. 103. It shall be the duty of the Mayor * * * 
(4) to be vigilant and active in causing the ordi- 
forced. 

The Mavor was not crushed by this reply, but 
his fiery spirit subsided. He reasoned with the 
complainant and sought to allay the confusion 
of his muind, The Mayor’s personal opinion, or 
the complainant’s, or the Commissioner's, he 
explained, was not sufficient to determine that 
an obstacle was a legal obstacle, and s00n. He 
was very sorry, but must be powerless until the 
obstacle was so Geclared judicially. 

The cabmen now look glum. They despair of 
help from the Mayor and talk of the injustice of 
making them, who pay taxegin license fees, anfer 
tosavea monopoly that pays nothing tothecity, 
the few doliara that it would cost to lay decent 
and safe switches. They don’t quite know what 
to make of it, but have about reached that state 
of diszust and suspicion in which, if some one 
should hint that the ‘'wenty-third-street road 
had some mysterious infinence in official quar- 
ters, they would not be surprised.

THE USE UF MONEY. 

The Congregational Club held its regular 
monthly meeting at Clark’s, on Twenty-third- 
street, lastevening. The attendance was larga, 
and the subject of the evening, which was intro- 
duced by a very interesting paper from Dr. F. 
Fk. Emerson, of Newport, R. L, was “ Christ's 
Teaching Concerning the Use of Money.” The 
speaker first made clear the fact that almost all 
of Christ's parabies, in their primary statement, 
bear upon tbe relation of men to their money. 
Tie pointed this out in several, dwelling 
at length upon that of the Prodigal Son 
as illustrative of unwise extravagance, 
end that of Dives and Lazarns as 
explaining the folly of hoarding. He took the 
Jewish custem of saying ** Corban” over certain 
possessions as indieating that they were devoted 
tothe temple and contd not be used for charity 
as illustrating a prevailing spirit of willingness 
to give for the glory of a congregation rather 
than the glory of God. He disaussed Christ's 
remarks upon the last judgment, impressing 
the fact that it will not be the devotion to ereeds 
aud observance of forms that will be 
ehietily considered in the verdict, but 
feeding the hungry, giving drink to 
the thiraty, and visiting the sick and 
the incarcerated. He quoted statistics showing 
that while wealth and church membership had 
greatly increased since 1850, the donation of 
members of the evangelical churehes in this 
country to home and foreign missions had re- 
mained at an average of 50 cents per capita, or 
1 1-10 mills on every dollar of property during 
30 years. 

Dr. Johnston, of London, who is over here ar- 
ranging for a general congress of those inter- 
ested in foreign missions, to be held in London 
next May. made a few remarks, and Dr, Warner, 
Dr. Powell, Dr. Cobb, and others discussed the 
topic of the evening.

THE STRIKERS ENJOINED. 


THER SOUTHERN PACIFIC APPEALS TOA 
FEDERAL COURT. 

FALVESTON, Texas, Nov. 21.—Wriis of re- 
straint and injunction were to-day issued by the 
United States Cireuit Court, directed against 
the striking switchmer in the yards of the 
Southern Pacific Company at Houston. 
Deputy Marshall Patrick went to Houston and 
seryed the restraining orders this afternoon, 
The orders vot only restrain the strikers from 
trespassing upon the company’s premises and 
preperty, but command them to appear befors 


the Circuit Court at Galveston on Dee. 6, and 
show cause why an injunction shall not issue 
pending the company’s suit for damare against 
the defendants, 

The petition of the comrany praying for an 
injunction Was sworn to by Assistant Manager 
Julius Kruttschnitt, and seta forth that the 
Pacific Company is a citizen of Ken- 
tucky, engagedin inter-State commerce between 
the several Slates. It is upon these grounda 
that ederal intervention is invoked. The peti- 
tion states that the demand of the strikers for 
increased Wages was “® preconcerted coim- 
bination and conspiracy to force the company 
to pay more than the value of their 
services;” that when the conspirators discov- 
ered that the cempany eeuld employ men 
to nesupy their places, they refused to leave 
the yard, and forcibly interfered with the move- 
ment of trains by uncoupling cars, threatening 
and intimidating employes. The company ad- 
mits in its bill that the strikers have stopped 
tratlic on the whole route for 1,200 miles, caus- 
ing great loss to them in perishable goods and 
live stock, Circuit Judge Don A. Pardee, of 
New-Orileans, who is holding court here, granted 
the order. 

This is said to he the first order of the kind 
ever tsaued by a Federal eourt in the Southina 
case where the complainant was not originally 
within tre jurisdiction of that court. The South- 
ern Paeifie Company is not in the hands ofa 
Receiver like the Texas Central, and some critt- 
cism was heard about the courts here to-day 
touching the propriety of the act extending the 
Federal protection over the property of 
the Southern Pacific Company in a matter 
of purely police regulation, for which numerous 
State courts are maintained. The strikers are 
now within the jurisdiction of the Federal 
Court, and the slightest trespass upon the com- 
pany’s property or the least persuasion of any 
kind with the new employes will put them in 
contempt of court, subject to imprisonment at 
the pleasure of the court, as no writ ef habeas 
corpus lies in contempt cases. If is LL 
that this summary order will attract a good dea 
of notiee throughout the country. 


OVERRULING THE GOVERNOR. 
ee > 
INTERESTING POINT OF LAW DE- 
CIDED BY A TEXAS JUDGE. 
HENDERSON, Texas, Nov. 21.—Presiding 
Judge Norman J. Kittrell, of the Twelfth Judi- 
cial District, to-day rendered a decision in a case 
involving @ new legal point touching the right 
of the Executive to encroach upon the judicial 
branch of the State Government. The finding of 
the court is said to have no precedent. The 
factsin the case are as follows: Jonn Williams 


was convicted of murder and sentenced to the 
penitentiary for life. After serving six years 
and six months he was released from prison 
under pardon, issued by the Governor. The par- 
don recited that *‘ the Governor did grant to the 
convict pardon subject to revocation whenever 
it shall be determined by the Governor that the 
said convict has violated auy of the eriminal 
laws of the State.” After enjoying liberty for 
two years the convict was, by order of the Gov- 
ernor, rearrested and returned to the penitentiary 
accompanied by @ proclamation revoking the 
original pardon and reciting that the revocation 
was grounded upon affidavits of credible citi- 
zens that Williams since lis liberation had been 
a constant violator of the law and was a terror 
to the community. For these reasons the Gov- 
ernor returned him to the Warden to serve the 
remainder of his life sentence, as though he had 
never been pardoned. 

After serving two years under such recommit- 
ment Williams applied for release under a writ 
of habeas corpus. In an exhaustive opinion re- 
vising the powers of an Executive, Judze hit- 
trell granta the convict's prayer and orders his 
discharge. The court holds that the condition 
is not one that the Governor could lawfully an- 
nex toapardon; that such acondition is con- 
trary to public policy and in contravention of 
the Constitution and laws and of the principles 
of our Government; that the pardon was an 
act of the Executive Department; that a prie- 
oner being restored to liberty could not again 
be deprived of his liberty except by due 
course of law through the judicial department 
of Government. The court holds that the Gov- 
ernor could not lawfully determine when the 
party had violated the law, and to so attempt is 
& trespass by the Executive upon the functions 
of the judicial department of the Government. 

This practice of returning conviets without 
trialon violation of their conditional pardons 
has heen carried on for half a century in some 
of the older Southern States. Never in this 
State has the Governor’s authority 1m the mat- 
ter been questioned. Hundreds of convicts 
have thus been unlawfully confined.

READING REORGANIZATION. 

PHILADELPHIA, Noy. 21.—At a meeting of 
the Reading Railroad reconstruction Trustees 
to-day Wayne MacVeagh, representing the Brit- 
ish Association for the Protection of Holdera of 
American Securities, presented the claims of 
London people interested im the reorganiza- 
tion of the Perkiomen Railroad Company, 


one of the Reading’s leased lines, and 
urged that in the reorganization more 
liberal terms be granted. The committce 
upon recrganization of the Perkiomen Railroad 
consented to modify the plan as follows: Tha 
second series bonds of $1.450,000 are to be 
issued in exchange for the present outstanding 
issue of consolidated mortgage or sterling bonds, 
to bear 5 per cent. interest per annum, Instead 
of 4 per cent. interest per annum, as stated in 
Articie TV, ot the plan of reorganization, the Per- 
kiomen Railroad Company, through the Trustee 
with whom the bonds are to be ceposited, is to 
pay to the holders of certificates represenuug 
the consolidated mortgage or sterling bonds de- 
rosited under the pian of reorganization on 
jeu. 1, 1887, the interest dye upon the 
honds on that date, as well as that 
which matured on June 1, 1887, ab 
the rate of 6 per cent. per annum. 
The consolidated murtgage or sterling bonds al- 
ready deposited will be aveordad the same terms. 
The Peynsylvania Company. for insurances on 
lives and granting annuities, will reeeive de- 
posits of the consolidated mortzage or sterling 
bouds until Dec, 10, 1887, under the plan of re- 
organization as amended without penalty, and 
thereafter until Dec. 20, 1887, only on the pay- 
ment ofa penalty of 5 per cent. upon the par 
value of the bends, 

The Reading reconstruction Trustees ap- 
proved the moritications and voted to make the 
terms bindiug and operative upon the securities 
already deposited. © Of the $332,300 of se- 
curities $224,500 are deposited. Of the $600,- 
000 of the Colebrookdale Railroad $385,000 
have been ceposited, and the reconstruction 
Trustees resolved that the terirs of reconstrue- 
tion shonla be made operative and binding in 
regard tothat leased line. The Trustees also 
settled with Brown Brothers « €o. for the ser- 
vices rendered by them in handling $116,009,- 
000 of stocks and bonds, 


A RATE WAR BEGUN. 
Cuicago, Nov, 21.—The Chicago and 
Grand Trunk to-day decided on its policy, or 
rather decided to carry the policy out which it 
begap last week, by insisting on making a lower 
rate on dressed meats to New-England points 
than its competitors. In pursuance thereof, itis 


said, 2 new tariff has been arranged from Chicago 
via Montreal to Boston, and points taking Boston 
rates, of 5215 cents on dressed beef an sheep, 
5242 centa on hogs, refrigerator cara, and 484 
cents on dressed hogs in common cars, The 
above is a reduction of 6 cents from the first 
tariff issued by this road and 129 cents from 
the old established rates, 

This means, of course, the same reduction on 
the part of the Central Traflic and trunk lines— 
thatis, if they adhere te the ling of action marked 
out at the New-York meeting on Friday last, at 
which it was decided to meet any rate the Grand 
Trunk might make. It is considered probable 
that the cut will be met to-morrow, This reduc- 
tion also involvea a decrease in the live stock 
rates, as they are supposed to preserve the same 
relative proportions. The length of time the 
war will continue depends sumewhat upon the 
obstinacy of the parties toit. Both sides claim 
to be fighting for principle and to vindicate 
that, revenues being a secondary consideration. 
Before it is over they will succeed in proving to 
the Inter-State Commerce Commission that the 
dressed-beef shippers are correct in charging 
that the old tariff rates were exorbitant.

DECISIONS BY THE INTER-STATE COM- 
MERCE COMMISSION. 

WASHINGTON, Noy. 21.—The Inter-State Com 
merce Commission to-day decided the case of E, B. 
Raymend against the Chicago, Milwaukee and St, 
Paul Railway Company. Tne complaint was that 
the company had established rates on a branch line 
unreasonably high and diverted business to towns 
on the maine line, The answer of the company was 
that the branch line rates were reasonable, but that 
it had been compelled by competition to make rates 
too low on the main line. A synopsis of the opinion 
by Commissioner Morrison is as follows: When the 
aci to reculate commerce took etfect, the grain and 


& 
flour rate to Chicago from Minneapolis, Ked Wing, 
and Lake City, on the main line of the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul Railway, was 15 cents per 
100 pounds, and from Mazeppa, a station on the 
Narrow Gauge branch of said read, it was 17 cents. 
When these rates haye beeu reduced to 742 cents 
and 1244 eents the commission will not, upon the 
evidence aiforded by a comparison between them, 
declare 1245 cents from Mazeppa an unreasonable 
and unlawtul rate under the first sectioa of said act. 
Riutes and charges not uvreasonably high of them- 
selves can be so adjusted in their relations 
to each other as to give undne preferences 
and produce the unreasonable aavantage which 
the third section of the act to regulate 
commerce makes unlawful. If a railway company, 
in estabiishing charges .on different divisions and 
branches of its read, so adjusts them as to divert 
trade and business to one locality, which naturally, 
under an equitabie adjustment of charges, would go 
to another, such preference for one place and disad- 
vantage to another is not excused-or made lawful by 
the fact that some of such charges are not entirely 
voluntary, but result from competition between car- 
riers. In the adjustment of the reduced rates Ma- 
zeppa, which had been 2 cents, is 5 cents higher 
than its rivals—a difference sufficient to divert some 
of its legitimate business, and the railread is directed 
to reduce this difference to 244 centa by reducing the 
Mazeppa rate from 124g cents to 10 cents. 

A decision was made, aiso, in the case of the Man. 
ufacturers and Jobbers’ Union, of Mankato, 
Minn., against the Minneapolis and St. Louvis Rail- 
way Company and others. The fellowing isa sum- 
mary of the report by Commissioner Bragg: After 
the complaintin this cause was heard by the Inter- 
State Commeree Commission, but before its report 
and opinion were announcdd, the parties to the con- 
troversy settled it by agreemeat between them- 
selyes, and as a consequence thereof a tariff of rates 
was filed with the commission by the earrier, 
which seemed reasonable in themseives and not ob- 
noxious to the inter-State commerce law. Upon 
these facts the commission treats this as a settle. 
ment of the controvery. and. while reporting the 
facts of this ease, in order to complete the record 
deems if unnecessary in this particular case to re- 
port its finding and opinion thereon. 
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SYMPATHY WITH THE CROWN PRINCE. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—The Secretary of State 
on the 15th inst. directed the American Minister at 
Berlin to communicate to the Emperor of Germany 
the cordial sympathy of the President and citizens 
of this eountry in the serious illness of the Crown 
Prince. The follewing is a copy of the reply which 
the German Chargé d’Affairs at this capital has, by 
direction of his Government, made to the above: 

“His Majesty is deeply moved by the fervent and 
touching words in which the friendly sentiments 
end goo wishes for the imperial house and for Ger. 
many are expressed, In pursuance of instructions 
transmitted tous by the Chancellor of the empire, 
in obedience to the command of his Imperial Majesty, 
I haye the honor, Mr. Secretary, to convey to yeu 
the expression of his Majesty’s heartfelt gratitude 
for the sympathy feit by the President and people ol 
the United States of America with our royal house 
and the whole country in the deep grief which rests 
upon both. His Majesty was much gratified te be 
infurmed of the seutiments entertained by the great 
Nation with which we are so closely allied.”

THE FISHERY COMMISSION. 

he joint commission for the settlement 
of the fishery question, consisting of the 
British Minister at Washington, Sir LIONEL 
SACKVILLE WEST, Sir CHARLES TUPPER, of 
Canada, and Mr. JoSEPH CHAMBERLAIN, on 
the part of Great Britain, and of Secretary of 
State BAYARD, Mr. ANGELL, and Mr. PuT- 
NAM, on the part of the United States, will 
begin its deliberations at the national cap- 
ital at 2 o’clock to-day. Its meetings will 
be secret, and nothing will be known of its 
progress except what the members may 
agree to give out until the final result is 
made public. That this will take the form 
of a new treaty there can be little doubt. 
The treaty of 1818 has been the subject of 


i contentions and disagreement ever since 


it was entered during 
the intervals when it was superseded 
for the time by the reciprocity treaty of 
1854, and by the fisheries clauses of the 
treaty of Washington. Any attempt to 
reach a common ground of agreement as to 
its interpretation and application now 
would probably be futile. What has hap- 
pened since the negotiation must be taken 
into account. Conditions have so changed 
in the last seventy years that the old treaty 
cannot be adapted to them by any process 
of construction, and what is needed isa 
clear understanding and an explicit state- 
ment of rights and obligations as they now 
exist. We do not understand that any new 
privileges are to be asked for or any conces- 
sions to be made, but an effort is to be made 
to decide precisely what existing rightsand 
obligations are and to formulate a state- 
ment which shall be accepted by both par- 
ties as mutually binding. 

The correspondence of the State Depart- 
ment during the last two years has made 
tolerably clear what the position of our 
Government is, and that will doubtless be 
the basis of any proposals to be advanced 
by the American Commissioners. It is un- 
derstood that the right to take fish in Cana- 
dian waters and to cure them on Canadian 
coasts is definitely given up. Our fishermen 
claim not to desire a renewal of those privi- 
leges, and disclaim any intention of en- 
croaching upon the Canadian fisheries, and 
the Government has given no reason for 
supposing that any proposition for admit- 
ting our vessels to ashare in the inshore 
fisheries on any terms will be either made 
or entertained on its behalf. As we under- 
stand it, that is entirely outside the scope 
of the present negotiations. It is equally 
certain that questions of reciprocity or com- 
mercial union, however they may be inci- 
dentally considered, will not enter into the 
actual work of the commission. 

One subject of controversy which it is 
desirable to have detinitely settled is the 
limit between the exclusive waters of Can- 
ada and those which are open to the fishing 
vessels of the United States. It is well 
known that in a general way the exelusive 
jurisdiction of Canada extends one marine 
league from its coasts, but in case of in- 
dentations of considerable width it has 
long been claimed on one side that the de- 
flections of the coast line should be fol- 
lowed, and on the other that the three-mile 
limit should be drawn across all openings at 
points three miles from the inclosing head- 
lands. Mr. BAYARD hasin his correspondence 
proposed a very reasonable basis of settle- 
ment for this question, and he will probably

The agreements by which 
this policy of free commercial intercourse 
has been established are later than the 
treaty of 1818, and it is claimed by our 
Government that under these agreements 
vessels engaged in deep-sea fisheries and 
having the necessary permits to touch and 
trade at British ports have the same rights 
as vessels making only trading voyages to 
enter the ports of Canada for the purpose 
of buying supplies and transshipping car- 
goes to be carried in bond to the United 
States. This is no interference with Canada’s 
exclusive rights in the inshore fisheries 
or with any of her interests whatever, and 
is part and parcel of the commercial privi- 
leges which have been accorded to the ves- 
sels of the United States by distinct inter- 
national agreement. But the exercise of 
this privilege has been resisted by the 
authorities of Canada, who go back of all 
commercial agreements and quote the treaty 
of 1818 as restricting the right of our fish- 
ing vessels to enter their ports to the three 
purposes of shelter, repairs, and obtaining 
wood and water. 

Out of this disagreement all the difficulty 
of the last two years hasarisen. Canada 
has practically undertaken to keep our fish- 
ing vessels out of her ports and her waters 
altogether under the pretext of protecting 
her inshore fisheries and enforcing the re- 
strictions of the old treaty. The apparent 
object has been to put our fishing vessels at 
such a disadvantage as to force some new 
adjustment of the whole fishery question, 
from which Canada would derive ad- 
vantages now denied to her by our 
tariff laws. It ought by this time to be 
evident that modification of our tariff, new 
commercial arrangements, or a different ad- 
justment of the fishery matter can be se- 
cured by no such method. The question of 
commercial rights in Canadian ports stands 
by itself and should be settled in accord- 
ance with the principles that have been 
established and the policy that is to be 
maintained on both sides. It is a broad 
question, and we may well insist on know- 
ing how the British Government proposes 
to stand with reference to it. 





THE PROBLEM OF RANDALL. 

Our Washington dispatches this morning 
describe in some detail the situation as to 
tariff reform as it is likely to be when the 
session of Congress opens. It all turns on 
what Mr. RANDALL will do or upon what 
will be done with Mr. RanpaALy. There is 
no doubt that Mr. CARLISLE will be chosen 
Speaker of the House. There is no serious 
opposition to him, and the men who are op- 
posed to the policy he represents are shrewd 
enough to see that they would only defeat 
their own ends by trying to prevent his 
election as Speaker. They are shrewd 
enough to see, also, that while ab- 
staining from any such open opposition 
to him, they are in a position to embarrass 
him much more than they could if they 
were his declared enemies. Even Mr. RAn- 
DALL, who is everything that Mr. CARLISLE 
is not, has taken the pains to deny a report 
that he has been interesting himself in the 
case of the contestant for Mr. CARLISLE’S 
seat. His tactics and those of his faction 
consist in isolating the tariff question and 
keeping it separate from every other party 
matter. It is only in this way that they 
can retain any special power over that 
question, only in this way that Mr. Ran- 
PALL can earn the indulgence that he has 
so long received from the Republican pro- 
tectionists of his State. 

But plainly Mr. CARLISLE cannot concede 
that the tariff shall be an isolated question. 
It isa party question in the broadest sense 
of the word. Itis absolutely the only na- 
tional issue on which the Democratic Party 
has any definite declared policy on which 
itis clearly divided from the Republican 
Party. The party is committed in every 
possible way, except by legislative action, 
to tariffreform. Its representatives in the 
Executive branch have declared for it, 
urged it on Congress, presented it to the 
people, and done everything they could 
to advance it. The great body of 
the party representatives in the pop- 
ular branch of Congress agree with 
the Executive. The only dissentients 
are RANDALL and his little group. They 
are strong enough, as things now stand, to 
prevent any action because, acting with the 
Republicans, an opposition majority is se- 
cured. But their strength lies wholly in 
their recognition by the Democratic major- 
ity. Solong as they have that recognition, 
with all its privileges, so longas they re- 
tain their places on the committees of the 
House, and can command the influence and 
advantage given by those places, without 
changing their opposition to the Democrat- 
ic tariff policy, they will not abandon 
that opposition. Will Mr. CARLISLE compel 
them to choose? Will the party in the 
House back him in so compelling them? 
There lies the question of the whole session. 

Tt is intimated in our dispatches that it is 
not yet clear to Mr. CARLISLE that he can 
‘safely displace Mr. RANDALL.” It onght 
to be clear to him that he cannot safely do 
anything else. It is as certain as sunrise 
that if Mr. RANDALL is left to himself he 
will defeat the tariff reform policy of the 
party. He may be able to do so if he is not 
put opon the Appropriations Committee. 
That, perhaps, cannot be found ont in ad-

But that 
also would be practically conceded, 
and the concession would be clearly under- 
stood, by giving up without a struggle, by 
putting Mr. RANDALL in his old place, and 
wasting the session in the same old ridicu- 
lous, fruitless quarrel. The safest, and the 
most consistent, honorable, and straight- 
forward course for Mr. CARLISLE, as the 
leader of his party, isto put RANDALL and 
his former followers to the test. Tariff re- 
formisthe party policy. Those who will 
not accept it cannot be treated as members 
of the party in good standing. We believe 
Mr. RANDALL, without the distinct party 
recognition he has heretofore received, could 
not hold his followers. With that recogni- 
tion he will have no trouble in doing so. It 
is the duty of Mr. CARLISLE and of the ma- 
jority to force him and them to a choice. 





FRAUD TRIUMPHANT. 

The cause of land reform will not be per- 
ceptibly advanced by the Supreme Court’s 
decision in the case of the Colorado Coal 
and Iron Company’s appeal. Those who are 
familiar with the devices by which millions 
of acres of public land have been fraud- 
ulently acquired by corporations, syndi- 
cates, and notorious speculators will place 
this decision by the side of that which con- 
firmed the Maxwell grant, and honest men 
will find as little comfort in one as in the 
other. 

Some years ago sixty-one quarter sections 
of land, in all about 10,000 acres, were 
fraudulently pre-empted in Las Animas 
County, Col., in the names of sixty or 
sixty-one fictitious persons. This land con- 
tained valuable mineral deposits, but it was 
pre-empted as agricultural land. Alleged 
transfers from each of the supposed pre- 
emptors and patentees to one JACKSON, as 
Trustee for the Colorado Coal and Town 
Company, were produced in the lower court, 
but JACKSON swore that he had dealt, 
not with the supposed patentees, but 
with one Hunt. All the necessary affidavits 
had been filed and apparently verified 
before the local land officers, whom the 
Government afterward accused of having 
taken part in the conspiracy. The lands, 
for which the Government received about 
$12,000, mostly in scrip, were conveyed to 
the Colorado Coal and Town Company, and 
its successor, the Colorado Coal and Iron 
Company, mortgaged the property for 
$3,500,000. 

In 1880 the Government, through At- 
torney-General DEVENS, brought = suit 
against the company, asking that the pat- 
ents should be declared void and canceled. 
It was charged that the whole series of 
transactions had been a conspiracy to ob- 
tain possession of these valuable lands by 
means of fictitious pre-emption entries; 
that no such persons as the alleged pre- 
emptors had ever lived in Colorado 
or settled on the lands; that the 
names of both the pre-emptors and 
their witnessés had _ been fictitious, 
and that the fraud had been consum- 
mated through the connivance of the 
local land officers. The 
nied that it had had any 
edge of the _ frauds, and 
tained that it had been an _ inno- 
cent purchaser for value. The suit was 
tried four years ago in the Circuit Court at 
Denver before Judge McCrary. He decided 
that the charge as to fraudulent pre-emption 
by means of fictitious persons had been 
proved, and that no legal title had passed 
from the United States because there had 
been no real persons to receive it; also, that 
for this reason the company could not claim 
protection as an innocent purchaser. The 
court ordered a decree in favor of the United 
States. 

This decision the Supreme Court has re- 
versed, and the case has been remanded with 
instructions to dismiss the Government’s 
bill. The opinion is by Justice STANLEY MAT- 
THEWS. The Supreme Court holds that fraud 
was proved sufficient—as against those perpe- 
tratingit, or thoseclaiming under them with 
notice of it—to justify the cancellation of the 
patents, but that it was “not such a fraud 
as prevents the passing of the legal title by 
the patents.” In other words, the mythical 
pre-emptors could be required to give up the 
land if they still held it, and could be 
found, and were in existence, but the com- 
pany cannot be disturbed in its possession 
of the same property. Moreover, it is held 
that it was not shown that ‘‘all the alleged 
pre-emptors ” were fictitious persons, and 
that the proved frauds do not show that 
the land officers were guilty of connivance, 

At the time when the lands were entered 
Las Animas County had scarcely any in- 
habitants, and there were not more than 
two or three in the region where these lands 
lay. We have at hand a copy of the decision 
of Judge McCraky, and he said: 


“The complainant has called fourteen wit- 
nesses, Who have resided in Las Animas County 
for a number of years, and who testify that they 
were well acquainted there at, before, and since 
the time of the dates of the several patents, and 
that during the years from 1870 to 1874 none of 
the persons named as patentees, with the excep- 
tion of JUAN B. MARTINE, were known to the 
county; and as to MARTINE, the proof ia that 
a common laborer was known in Trinidad 
of that name, but that he mever occu- 
pied any of the land in question. 
It is not probable that he was an 
actual pre-emptor if all the other sixty were 
myths. Jt clearly appears thal none of the lands 
were occupied or in any way improved prior to the 
issuing of the patents, although in each case 
what purports to be an affidavit of the claimant 
is flled setting forth that he isa citizen of Las 
Animas County, and has made settlement on 
and improved the land in good faith, &c., de- 
scribing the improvements. The proof is very 
clear that, with the possible exception of MarR- 
TINE, no such persons as those named as pat- 
entees either occupied the land or resided with- 
inthe county atthe time when the pretended 
entries were made. * * * The papers could 
not have been fabricated, as alleged, in the 
names of fictitious persons without the knowl- 
edge of the Register and Receiver of the Land 
Office at Pueblo.” 


It does not appear that the defend- 
ant undertook to show that any of the

seems to have been known in 1873 that 
they were coal lands. At that time the Land 
Commissioner was warned that “ gigantic 
frauds” were being perpetrated in that re- 
gion, and was assured that the lands were 
allrich in coal. But the Supreme Court 
now says that there were no “ known 
mines” in the district. 

Great tracts of the most valuable land in 
the public domain have been stolen by 
fraudulent pre-emptions like those which 
appear in this case, and the proof against 
those who perpetrated the frauds is clear. 
Cannot the Government recover any of this 
stolen property? Are the thieves to be per- 
mitted to enjoy their plunder in peace be- 
cause the work was done by middlemen 
who acted for corporations or rich specu- 
lators? Is that the meaning of this de- 
cision? 


BARNUM’S BEREAVEMENT. 

Often before this has the excellent and 
now venerable Mr. BARNUM been the vic- 
tim of calamity. The similitude of the 
pheenix has been applied to him on some of 
these occasions, if we mistake not, by him- 
self; but he has never appeared so truly 
pheenician, if that be the proper adjective, 
as when he rises from the still smoking 
embers of his latest and greatest burnt 
offering to greet the reporters with un- 
shaken fortitude, and the tear of manly 
sorrow bedewing the eye that is steadily 
fastened upon the surpassing attractions of 
the greatest show on earth. 

Mr. BaRNUM’S resignation is indeed so 
complete that it is not to be wondered at if 
some of his visitors have found it hard to 
believe that it was impromptu. A good 
man struggling with advertisement should 
be protected from the shameful suspicions 
which have been put forward to account 
for the cheerful alacrity with which the ex- 
perienced pheonix preens his wings for 
further flights. In particular do we spurn the 
calumnious hypothesis that Mr. BaRNuM 
personally set the fire, and after knocking 
down a casual hostler with a club, lest he 
should be recognized, made his way to 
New-York on the milk train s0 as 
to be ready for the reporters § at 
the Murray Hill Hotel. This is the mere 
wantonness of defamation. Mr. BaARNUMm’s 
alibi is complete. Those who wonder at the 
readiness with which he turns a disaster to 
account may continue to wonder. Expe- 
rience in calamity counts for something, 
genius counts for a great deal, andif the 
report of the fire had turned out to bea false 
alarm he wou!d none the less have been 
ready to disparage the beasts of which he 
was bereaved in comparison of the beasts 
he proposed to acquire. 

One misfortune Mr. BARNUM has under- 
gone which he admits, or rather “ claims,” 
to be irreparable. The hippopotamus is no 
more. When we consider the difficulty of 
securing hippopotamuses, and the strain in- 
volved in presenting to a curious public the 
humble and frequent tapir asa hippopota- 
mus, we can forgive and even honor the 
emotion which the proprietor of a hippo- 
potamus with the very highest credentials 
exhibits for his loss. If this had been one 
of the tapirs the affliction would have been 
light, but if Mr. BARNUM is bereaved of his 
hippopotamus he is bereaved. To feelat last 
that the juvenile intellect is relieved from 
trying to reconcile science and BARNUM by 
accepting the dogma that the picture of 
the hippopotamus in the geography and the 
actual tapir were one was a burden more 
grievous than those who have not borne it 
can know, and when the burden has been 
once lifted and is imposed again its weight 
is heavier than ever. For Mr. BARNUM may 
be forced to elect between having a show 
avowedly without any hippopotamus, or 
else making the tapir do duty yet again, in 
which case he will have to reconcile the 
beast not merely with the geography, but 
with memories of the actual animal. There 
is a legend that a naturalist who once 
disputed the authenticity of Mr. Bar- 
NuUM’s ostensible gorilla, on the ground 
that the gorilla was tailless, and Mr. 
BARNUM’S imitation was tailed, wascrushed 
by being informed by the showman that the 
tail was sewed on. But then the spectators 
had never had the advantage of seeing an 
undisputed gorilla. Since Mr. BARNUM 
was induced to part with a yak which, 
though unique, was in delicate health, he 
has not been called upon to face a disaster 
like the loss of the hippopotamus. Even if 
the stuffed skin of Jumbo had been the prey 
of the devouring element, the loss wonld be 
reparable, since the skeleton remains 
and another Jumbo could be _ recon- 
structed on the old model by any 
upholsterer provided with a sufiiciency of 
stamped leather and blacking. The sacred 
white elephant, which has undergone the 
horrible fate of being baked to death by 
the calcining of his whitewash into plaster 
of paris can also be replaced. As for the 
other beasts, their late proprietor now re- 
fers to them flippantly as superannuated, 
and looks upon a clearing-out fire as mer- 
chants of other kinds look upon the bar- 
gain counter as a device for the disposal of 
dead stock. Of some of them this descrip- 
tion must be correct. There is the lion, for 
example, who was shooed outof the barn by 
the farmer’s wife. He could never have 
held up his head again in a show as a 
monarch of the forest after this disgrace, 
and there was really nothing for him to do 
but to gather his stolen cow about him and 
fall with decency ‘when the boarder did 
him to death with a shotgun. The vener- 
able phoenix has many consolations, as he 
is fully aware, and he may say with the 
poet that sweet are the uses of advertise- 
ment, which, like the toad, ugly and 
venomous, wears yet a precious jewel in his 
head. N. B.—We feel authorized to state 
that Mr. Barnum’s agents, who are now 
scouring the toad holes of five continents, 
are empowered to secure this particular 
specimen utterly regardless of expense.

ER WY SRR SED ERS <A SO SEES 


The accounts given of the recent escape 
of many scores of slaves from plantations 
near San Paulo, in Brazil, indicate that 
other sources of emancipation than those 
provided by the laws are active in that 
empire, Noexact parallel probably can be 
found in the history of slavery in our coun- 
try for this simultaneous stopping of work 
by the hands on a large number of planta- 
tions and their successful flight in a body 
to the forests. The fugitives seem to 
have taken precautions to arm them- 
selves so thoroughly that the constabu- 
lary sent to check them were demoralized 
and driven back. The mountain fastnesses 
to which they retreated appear to have 
previously furnished a place of security for 
smaller bodies of fugitive slaves, so that 
there may be by this time accumulated 
there the material for a serious servile in- 
surrection. Hitherto the processes of com- 
pensated emancipation have gone on in 
Brazil without those tremendous shocks 
that marked the downfall of slavery in the 
United States; but entire immunity from 
scenes of violence can perhaps hardly be 
counted upon: That the institution will 
perish in Brazil long before the end of the 
present century is assured by the laws for 
its gradual extinction. 


AMUSEMENTS. 


AN AMERICAN OPERETTA. 

Another American comic opera scored a 
success last night. This was “The Begum,” 
which was produced at the Fifth-Avenue The- 
atre by Col. John A. McCaull’s company. 
The size of the audience, which packed the 
house literally “from pit to dome,” showed that 
there was a great deal of public curiosity about 
American work, 1f not genuine interest in it. 
The applause began immediately after the over- 
ture, when it was more courteous than sponta- 
neous, and soon after the rising of the curtain 
swelled into generous enthusiasm. Every 
number in the operetta was applauded hearti- 


ly and most of them were redemanded. The 
singers were recalled until they must have been 
weary of bowing. As fur the humor of the libret- 
to, that seemed to delight the audience beyond 
expression, and the laughter was loud and long 
throughout the evening. ‘The Begum” is the 
work of two young gentlemen of Chicago. Har- 
ry B. Smith, a newspaper man, wrote the 
libretto, and Reginald De Koven composed the 
music. Both have done good work in this, 
their first, production. Mr. Smith’s libretto is 
obviously and, withont doubt, intentionally 
built on the lines laid down by Mr. W. S. Gilbert. 
It must not be understood by this that Mr. 
Smith has taken boldly from the English 
librettist. He has simply imitated Mr. Gilbert’s 
Manner, and that by no meanseslavishly. His 
matter is all his own, and 1t is good matter, 
too. With a Begum who will wed only to 
slay the bridegroom, with a Grand Vizier who 
is too cowardly to go to war, but performs prod- 
igies of valor through his substitute, a court 
jester who makes fearful puns and is enthusias- 
tically clubbed by his hearers, a court astrologer 
whose prophecies all zo wrong, a Nautch girl 
who loves the Vizier, and asuake charmer who 
loves his son,a court officer who is in the last 
stages of decline till fear of wedding the Begum 
sends him into an aerobatic fit, afogtune teller 
who is summoned by the astrologer and who sets 
everything right, and a chorus which aids and 
abets the whole convention of oddities, Mr. Smith 
has peopled his mimic world with a lot of hizhly 
interesting and extremely amusing personages. 
The development of the story brings them into 
all kinds of perplexities, and some of the 
situationsare exceedingly funny. The passion- 
ate pleading of the Vizier to the Begum not to 
wed him and his desperate enumeration of his 
own bad qualities set the audience ina roar. 
But this scene was not alone inits humor. Mr. 
Smith’s dialogue is full of good things. Some of 
the best of them are of that quiet kind which do 
not always appeal to a miscellaneous audience, 
but the majority of his lines and situations 
are forcibie enough in their humor to find 
appreciation both in the orchestra stalls and 
in the gallery, and they did so last night. Itisa 
great pleasure to praise heartily the work of 
this young American librettist. He unquestion- 
ably has much talent, and his future is exceed- 
ingly promising. His lyrics are extremely 
clever, and are worth more eareful examination 
than the hearing of an initial performance 
permits, but his dialogue and _ action 
speak for themselves. Mr. de Koven's 
musio cannot lay claim to so much original- 
ity as Mr. Smith’s book, but it is 
very agreeable music for all that. Itis the sort 
of music that will tickle the public ear, and that 
exhilarating operation being properly attended 
to the public dees not care a tig whether a phrase 
here and there is reminiscent or not. One thing 
Mr. de Koven’s work possesses which most of 
the comic opera music recently heard does 
not—it hes dash. It has that indescribable 
rythmio vigor, that  irresisitible swing, 
without which operetta music is as sweet 
and as sickly as a stream of molasses. The song 
of Howja-Dhu, the song of Klam-Chowdee, 
Aminah’s aria, Pooteh-Wehl’s solo, the Begum’s 
merry little ditty, and the quartet in the first 
act are ail good. In the second act there is even 
more goo! music, and indeed there is a trifle too 
much, s0 thatsome cutting must bedone. The 
eo was excellent in every respect. 
ivery member of the company had jo fe 
for distinction and made good use of them. As 
the Vizier Howja-Dhu, Mr. De Wolf Hopper 
scored avother of his customary successes, and 
he was wonderfully funny. Digby Bell was ir- 
resistible as the Court Astrologer, and J. De 
Angelis was equally so as the Jester. Hubert 
Wilke was a picture of manly beauty as 
Klam-Chowdee, and acted excellently, whilo 
he sang his music with splendid vigor and effect. 
Mr. Hoff, the tenor, was in good voice, 
and sang delightfully, while Mr. McDenugh oon- 
tributed a very funny sketch aa Asch-Kart, a 
court officer. His duet with Digby Bellin the 
second act was one of the hits of the evening. 
Mme. Cottrelly was the Begum and sbe looked 
and acted the part in a most commendable man- 
ner. Miss Marion Manola, as the little 
juggler, Amivah, was pretty to look 
at and sang pleasantly. Mrs. Laura Joyce- 
Bell made a good deal out of the 
fortune teller, and Miss Annie Meyers was bright 
and attraetive asthe Nautch girl, who danced 
ballets all throuch the operetta. It will be seen 
by the names mentioned that Col. McCaull had 
cast the operetta with the full strength of his 
fine company. Hence a good performance was 
natural. The chorus was sufficiently large and 
well-trained, and Herr Nowak conducted 
well. The mounting of the work was 
admirable. 4 No richer, more tasteful, 
or more costly «dresses have been 
seen in comic opera in this city, and the scenery 
was effective. Taken altogetherit was a suc- 
cessful production of a praiseworthy American 
work. Thisis the second American operatta 
that has achieved success this year, the other 
being Mr. Charles Puerner’s ‘“ Pyramid.” Col. 
McCaull’s conrage and enterprise are to be com- 
— butin this case virtue is its own re- 
ward. 


CHICKERING HALL. 

The concert at Chickering Hall last even- 
ing was the firat of the season under the direo- 
tion of Ferdinand and Hermann Carri, and was 
quite well attended. The programme included 
nine numbers, and embraced violin and piano 
solos, compositions for violin and piano and for 
violin, ’cello, and piano, and singing. First on 
the list was a suite by Franz Ries for violin and 
piano, which contained four measures—alle- 
Manda, intermezzo, andante, and an introdu- 
zione with gavotte. This was interpreted by the 


Carri brothers with good effect, especially the 
lively gavotte strain. Two display pieces by 
Godard were next performed on the piano bv 
Hermann Carri, and were loudly appiauded. He 
subsequently played Liszt's well-known * Rhap- 
sodie Hongroise” with much spirit. For violin 
solos Mr. Ferdinand Carri pluyed Paganini’s 
** Concerto No. 1” and ‘* Di Tanti Palpiti,” and 
showed marked proficiency and skill in his ren- 
dering‘of the florid variations which mark those 
two compositions. His bowing and phras- 
ing were particularly good. Miss Berta 
Bracewell, a handsome young lady, with 
& sweet but not especially strong 
meZ20-soprano voice, sang a canzone by Hasse, 
and two songs with piano accompaniment. Her 
performance was marred by some mannerisms 
and by an undue resort to the tremolo, She 
did better subsequently in Gounod’s barcarole, 
“O'u Voulez-vous Aller?” in which she was 
accompanied by Mr. Ferdinand Carri on the 
violin. The concert was closed with a capital 


rendering of Jadasson’s fourth trio, opus 85, for 
iano, violin, and ‘cello, in which the Carri 
rothers and Mr. Bareuther took part. The 
programme asa whole was well rencered and 
seemed to give general satisfaction. The sec- 
ond concert of the series will be given on Deo, 13.

HE PRESIDENT, MR. FAIRCHILD, AND 
MR. CARLISLE WORKING TOGETHER 
—THE RANDALL PROBLEM. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—While the Presi- 
ent and Secretary Fairchila are preparing to 
anpouncé @ strong Administration policy in 
tariff matters, and both are consulting Mr. Car- 
lisle as their work goes on Mr. Randall is not 
here and no one takes the trouble to promise 
that he will soon be here to advise the President 
to “go slow.” If he were here and were 

Invited to give his advice, it would undoubtedly 

he to “ go slow,” or not to go at all, for he will 

hever consent to go at any pace unless the 
going be upon a path which has been limited in 
its width by his notions of tariff road building. 

In the meantime it is understood from several 

Fources that the President will not only 

not recede from the position occupied py the 

Administration last year, but that he will ad- 

vance. He is determined to make as urgent an 

appeal to Congress for tariff reduction as his 
command of words can frame. Of course there 
is not much use for Mr. Randall asan adviser 
under such circumstances. He does not 
regard the situation as one of such 
gravity as it seems to the Presi- 
gent or to Mr. Fairchild.

One of them said here yesterday that Mr. Ran-

imself to other legislative work? It 
isa question which bothers Mr. Carlisle. Per- 
haps it troubles the President and the Secretary 
ot the Treasury. Each of these gentlemen 
hopes to see something accomplished in the line 
of reform and reduction. It is not for them to 
dictate to Mr. Carlisle in making selections of 
Chairmen. Mr. Carlisle would not have to be 
argued with a great while on the question of 
Mr. Randall’s influence in defeating tariff meas- 
ures. He might assert, as he has asserted, that 
he could not name an instance of Mr. Randall’s 
directly attempting to block a tariff bill with an 
appropriation bill. He would have to look 
deeper than that and beyond the fact 
that @ revenue measure would have prece- 
dence. He would have to find out 
how many votes Mr. Randall had controlled 
through individual fear of what appropriation 
bills would contain or lack, depending upon the 
votes of the men who were interested in items 
and who knew how items got in or were left 
out. If it happens to seem clear to the 
President and Secretary Fairchild, as it does to 
Col. Morrison and some other Democrats, that 
Mr. Randal! should not have the Appropriations 
Committee again, just to prove that he can take 
longer to get out poorer bilis than anybody else 
in the House, it is not yet apparent to Mr. 
Carlisle tbat he can safely displace Mr. 
Randall. Every vote for tariff reform 
is needed. Ifthe “taking down” of Mr. Ran- 
dall should happen, as it didin the instance of 
Stephen A. Douglas, when he was displaced 
from the Committee on Territories, or Charles 
Sumner, when he was taken from the 
Committee on Foreign Affairs, to make 
the Pennsylvanian a hero, as it made heroes of 
the two statesmen named, it might result in the 
support of Mr. Randall by acircle of the men 
who are weak on the tariff question, and who 
may be disappointed about their assiguments on 
committees. 

Members of the House who are ambitious to 
be on certain committees for which they have a 
preference are already beginning to bring to 
bear such infivences as they can secure to help 


them to obdtain consideration and appointment. 
Speaker Carlisle, however, will be almost 
compelled to adhere to the long-established 
eustom of rotation, a custom reasonable 
to the extent that it is based upon length 
of service and experience. Mr. Turner, of 
Georgia, who was last session Chairman of the 
Committee on Elections, will retain his old 

lace. Mr. Mills, of Texas, who stood next to 
ir. Morrison 6n the Ways und Means, will be- 
come his successor as Chairman. Mr. Randall, 
if it shall be decided that he shail not be 
transferred to the Ways and Means, will 
again be put at the head of the Appropriations, 
where he can control the course of 
business and dawdle away time as he sees fit. 
Mr. Culberson, of Texas, stands in the line of 
preference as Chairman of the Judiciary Com- 
mittee, but he may be set aside for Mr. Oates, of 
Alabama, or Mr. Collins, of Massachusetts. For 
Chairman of Banking and Currency Mr. Candler, 
of Georgia, or Mr. Wilkins, of Ohio, lead as prob- 
abilities. Mr. Bland will be at the head of the 
Coinage Committee; Mr. Clardy, of Missouri, 
will get Mr. Reagan’s place as Chairman of the 
Committee on Commerce, and Mr. Blanchard, of 
Louisiana, will have Rivera and Harbors. Mr. 
Hatch, of Missouri, will again have the Agricul- 
tural Committee, and Mr. Blount, of Georgia, 
that on Post Offices. Mr. Belmont will, of 
coursé, receive the Chairmanship of 
the Foreign Affairs Committee. Mr. Cox 
is not a candidate for the place. 
Mr. Wheeler, of Alabama, expects to take the 
Military Committee, and Mr. Herbert, of the 
same State, the Committee on Naval Affairs. 
This assignment, upon the theory of promotion, 
suggests more than one embarrassment that Mr. 
Carlisle will encounter, and which may compel 
him to apandon the custom in some instances. 
Alabama willnot oniy get the heads of both 
committees that make the appropriations for the 
army and navy, but the South will get a larger 
share of chairmanshbhips than it didin the last 
House. Mr. Cox will probably be provided with 
® new committee on the census, which will lay 
out the work of the next enumeration of the in- 
habitants of the Fation. He will also go upon 
other committees, but it is more than doubt- 
ful whether he can get the head of the 
Ways and Means Committee, in which place he 
would seem to belong. The Speaker will be 
obliged to find an entire new membership for the 
Committee on Private Land Claims, every mem- 
her of it in the last house having failed of a re- 
slection. The same is true of the Committee on 
expenditures in the Department of Justice, and 
the Committee on Printing, the Democratic 
members having all been elected to stay at 
home.

Third Assistant 
cretary Moore and Mr. Bergen have been 
hosen a8 the official Secretaries of the con- 
rence. ‘The frequency of the sessions 
annot a8 yet be foretold, as it will 
epend eutirely upon the number of obstacles 
hat may arise in the course of the negotiations. 
Jt is provable that the negotiators will not at- 
tempt to prescribe reguiar days for meeting, 
but will fix the day of the next meeting at the 
conclusion of each session. Perhaps the most 
important conclusion reached to-day Was a reso- 
lution, unanimousiy adopted, to keep the pro- 
ceedings of the negotiators secret, at least until 
the conclusion of their work. The statement 
is autherized by Secretary Bayard that any 
article that may __.ar ourporting to tell 


what has been done at any meeting of the 
negotiators will be entirely unauthorized and 
must be the purest speculation. In reply to an 
inquiry as to whether the representatives of the 
United States had agreed unon a line of policy 
for their guidance in the negotiations, Secretary 
Bayard said that the pubiic hac been fully in- 
formed as to the position of the Government in 
the matter. The subject, he said, isitwo years 
old, as far as this Administration is concerned, 
and overa hundred years old as regards the 
people of the United States.

THE COLLECTION PREFERRED. 


WORK OF THE HOSPITAT SATURDAY AND 
SUNDAY ASSOCIATION, 

At the meeting of the Hospital Saturday 
and Sunday Assoriation, held last night at St. 
Luke’s Hospital, the annual atatement to the as- 
sociation from its 28 constituent hospitals, 
which statement forms the basis for the distri- 
bution of the annual collection, was submitted. 
The total oxpenses of the reporting hospitals 
for the year was $/40,722 27; total income 


from invested funds, $142,147 85, requir 
ing that there be raised annually _ for 
their support the snm of $598.575 42. 
Toward this amount two of the hos- 
Pitals received $56,355 51 from the city, and 
$163,808 69 from paying patients, leaving a 
balance of about $300,000 dependent upon pri- 
vate contributions, including the hospital Satur- 
day and Sunday collection. In the department 
of work the following collective showing is 
made: Number of house or bed patients treated 
during the year, 13,920, of which number 
10,157, or about 75 per cent., were free pa- 
tients. In addition there were treated 119,- 
124 free dispensary patients, who made a total 
of 365,929 visits. 

F. F. Cook, the general agent of the associa- 
tion, reported the preparations for the coming 
collection in the trades on the Exchanges andin 
the churches und synagogues as well advanced. 
Collection boxes have been placed in all the 
cigar and tobacco factories, and will s00n make 
their appearance on the elevated railway ata- 
tions. Between 3,006 and 4,000 subscription 
lists are ready for distribution among the lead- 
ing financial and commercial establishments in 
the city; while the trades organized into 
auxiliaries, such as the dry goods trade, cigar 
and tobacco trade, paint and oil trade, book 
trade, &c., and the Exchanges, will, as usual, be 
canvassed by collectors. Appeals have also 
been sent to all the benevolent lodges of the 
city, more than 500 in number, while tbe work 
willround up on the last Sunday of the year 
(falling this year on Christmas) by a general 
collection in the churches and synagogues. 

A Committee on Dispensaries reportedin favor 
of ascheme by which aispensaries connected with 
hospitals ‘shall be entitled to share in the distri- 
bution of the general collection fund. 

After much discussion that article of the con- 
stitution which gives encouragement to the giv- 
ing of designated donations was amended, the 
object being to discourage such donationa, the 
association deeming it wiser to have all dona- 
tions go into a general fund for fairdivision. A 
amended it reads: 

“The objects of this association are to draw ont 
benevolent gifts for hospital purposes at an annual 
collection, by bringing the claims of these charities 
simultaneously before the public, and to provide 
for distributing these gifts among the institutions 
entitled by the by-laws to share in such distribu- 
tion.’ 

The by-law relating to the duties of the Dis- 
tributing Committee was amended, giving that 
committee a larger scope in its power, and the 
meeting adjourned.

STEEL WORKERS’ NEW SOALE. 


EE Sees 
AN INCREASE OF ABOUT 10 PER CENT. 
DEMANDED. 

PITTSBURG, Penn., Nov. 21.—The steel 
workers’ new scale for 1888, which is to go into 
effect on the Ist of January, is about ready to 
be taken to the manufacturers to be signed. 
The new scale has fixed prices for wages by the 
ton and day, and has been so arranged that 
every workman in a ateel mill, outside of com- 


mon labor, has been provided for. There has 
nearly always been a@ apecial scale for steel 
workers, but it only embraced little more 
than half the skilled work in a_ steel 
mill. In the scale ‘ for 1888 an 
increase, amounting to about 10 per cent. all 
around, will be asked for, except on a few points 
in which it will be considerably more. The new 
scale calls for work to be paid for by the hour or 
day, which isa movement toward doing away 
with the contract system more than the one-job 
system. The first step to thoroughly revise the 
steel workers’ scale waa taken at the time of the 
tronble at the Mingo Junction Steel Mill. The 
scale now has been so carefully gotten up that 
the men are all satisfied with it, and 
the manufacturers have not been able 
to find any great fault with it. It is so 
accurately gotten up that it is impossible for the 
Knights of Labor to revise or make anything of 
a scale like it. Thathas been the main point 
the Amalgamated Association aimed at. The 
Amalgamated Association also has formed new 
sub-lodges in steel mills where heretofore there 
have been none, and where they have existed 
and were partially or altogether dissolved, they 
have been reorganized, but everywhere the 
members bave been all notified that those who 
are Knights of Labor must abandon that order 
by the lst of April next year, and in the mean- 
time beeome members of the Amalgumated As- 
sociation.

TRAINS QUICKLY STOPPED, 


TESTS OF A NEW APPLICATION 
AIR-BRAKE SYSTEM. 

A special train yesterday took about 300 
gentlemen to Ridgefield Park, N. J., on 
the West Shore Railroad, where a number 
of tests were made by the Westinghouse Air- 
Brake Company of the new application of its 
system of braking to long freight trains. The 
air brake has been used very successfully on 
freight trains of not more than 25 cars, but it 
was found that when this number was exceeded 
the bumping of the rear cars, which had not 
yet been stopped, against the cars in front 
was so serious as toe set a limit to 


the system's utility as far as freight trains ere 
While it took 10 seconds for the ap- 
Plivation of the air brake to reach the front part 
of a train of 50 freight cars, it took 15 seconds 
for it to reach the rear part, and it was to dem- 
onstrate that he had practically annihilated 
this difference and made the air brake’s advan- 
tages available on long freight traims that Mr. 
Westinghouse took the visitors yesterday out 
fora trip on the West Shore Road. 

Just beyond Ridgefield Park the road has a 
Straight stretch of double track about 2 miles 
in length, with a grade of 53 feet to the mile 
throughout the entire distance of the track. 
Upon this the various tests were made. Be- 
tween the two tracks, a half mile north of the 
station, a white board was setup. This was the 
stopping point. South of it, at distances of 50 
feet apart, were measuring posts, the last mark- 
ing 600 feet from the stopping post. A freight 
train of 50 cars, 1,900 feet long, and weighing 
2,000,000 pounds, drawn by a mighty engine of 
the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy Road, and 
the 12-car passenger train which had brought 
the party, completed the railroad apparatus 
involved in the experiments. 

An emergency stop, with the freight train 
running 20 miles an hour, was the first test, 
The brake waa applied at the instant the post 
was reached. Twelve and a quarter seconds 
later, at 200 feet from the post, the train was at 
a standatill. The next test was made with sim- 
ilar conditions, except that the train was run at 
a speed of 41 miles an hour, Thistime the train 
was stopped in 20 seconds, and ata distance of 
674» feet from the vost. 

The third test was of the rapidity with which 
the brakes were applied, the train standing still 
80 that observers could tell the time which 
elapsed between the engine whistle which an- 
nounced the application of the power and the 
sound of the moving brake at various distances 
along the train. The cars numbered in order 
from front to rear of the train, and to persons 
who stood opposite car No. 31 the two sounds 
described were synchronous, 

Another test, with the passengers on board, 
was made with the tram running at 41 miles an 
hour. when the stop was effected at a distance 
of 67245 feet, andin 20 seconds as before. A 
fifth test showed that after the train had come 
to astop the brakes coulda be released and the 
train set moving again in 4 seconds, 

To show the difference between the airbrake atop 
and the old hand-brake style a test of the latter, 
with six brakemen on the train, wastmade. The 
train moved at 21 miles an hour, but it had 
traveled for 85 seconds and covered a distance, 
of 2,137 feet before it was brought to a stand- 
still after the signal had been given. Then the 
train was broken intwo while in motion. After 
the separation it traveled a very short distance, 
and when both portions came to a stop in 2612 
seconds, they were only 45 feet apart. These 
tests were made with the braking power so low 
that it would not slide the car wheels. A bigh- 
pressure test, with the train running 22 miles 
an hour, resulted in its being pulled upin6 
seconds, 91 feet from the stopping post. 

The last test was, spectacularly, the best of 
the afternoon. It was intended to show the 
relative stopping power of the old brakes, as 
used on the 12-coach passenger train and the 
new brakes on a 20-car freight train. Down 
the tracks, chimney and chimney, came the two 
trains. Forty-five miles an hour was the speed 
at which the trains were going as they neared 
the stopping post, and the freight train was 
only about three feet in frout as they passed it. 
The brakes on both were applied simultaneous- 
ly, but the new brake distanced the old one, the 
freight train stopping in 1312 seconds, at a dis- 
tance of 495 feet, while the passenger train 
went on traveling until its engine was 1,204 
feet from the stopping post.

These be seized and sent to the Barge 
Office. 

Inspector Brown was waiting for La Cham- 
pagne, of the Havre Line, when she came up to 
her pier on Sunday, and he paid particular at- 
tention to the doings of Miss Peon, one of the 
steamer’s passengers. He reports that he saw 
her take a quantity of jewelry from her trunk 
and hand it to Florenzo Larida, who had gone to 
the plier to meet her, and who soon transferred 
part of the collection to his brother, Miguel.

SHOT IN A LONELY LANE. 


A SING SING HACKMAN MURDERED AND 
THREE HUNGARIANS ARRESTED. 

John Conroy, a hackman employed by 
Abram Acker, of Sing Sing, was murdered on 
Bunday evening, presumably by three Hungari- 
ans whom he was taking in his hack to Shaft 
No. 2 of the new Croton Aqueduct. ‘Three Hun- 
garians—Stephen Massuga, George Sabol, and 
Andrew Uchrin—arrived at Sing Sing by rail 
about 6 o’clock in the evening and went to Al- 
len Powell’s hotel, where they said they wanted 
to go to Shaft No. 2, where Massuga ran a 
| boarding house. Frederick Francis, one of Mr. 
Acker’s hackmen, told them he could not take 
them for Jess than $3, but they only wanted to 


give $2. They finally agreed to give the $3, 
which Sabol paid, While there Masauga pulled 
out alarge navy revolver, and loaded it from 
cartridges which he carried in a belt about his 
waist. Francis also saw them have a long 
knife. The Hungarians got into a hack and 
drove to the livery stable, where Mr. Acker 
told them to take another hack, and that John 
Conroy would drive them to the shaft, which is 
nearly five miles out from Sing Sing. The three 
men had been drinking. 

About half a mile before the shaft ia reached 
the road becomes a lane, which it is almost im- 
possible to traverse after dark, and Sunday 
night was quite dark. The Sing Sing hackmen 
have often said they would not drive through 
that lane withacarriage after dark for any 
money. The theory 18 that when Conroy reached 
that point he told the men they must get out 
and walk, and that they objected and quarreled, 
and Conroy was shot. The bullet struck behind 
the right ear, and there was another slight 
wound and a Knife cut over the right eye. gafter 
shooting the hackman it is believed the men 
turned the hack around and started the horses 
off tor Sing Sing, with Conroy on the front seat, 
apparently driving. 

Martin Smith and William Keubler, who were 
driving a wagon, met the returning hack with 
the horses wandering all over the road. The 
driver seemed to be fast asleep. They could not 
arouse him, and concluded to drive the hack 
back to Acker’s stable. When the stable was 
reached it was discovered for the first time 
that Conroy bad been shot, althongh he was not 
dead. Doctors were summoned, but they could 
do nothing for the man,and he died without 
having regained consciousness, 

Chief of Police MoNeal and three assistants, 
and Hackman Francis, who could identify the 
three men, reached the shaft about midnight, 
and Francis had no difficulty in picking out the 
suspected men, who were all in _ Massuga’s 
house. They were arrested and taken to the 
village lock-up. The navy revolver, which 
showed marks of having been recently fired and 
reloaded; the belt of cartridges, with six miss- 
ing, and abuildog revolver were found. Massuga 
admitted that the big revolver and cartridges 
were his and the smaller one belonged to Sabol. 

Yesterday morning the three were arraigned 
before Justice Hyatt and charged with murder. 
The prisoners, who refused to say anything ex- 
cept that they were innocent, were committed 
to.await the action of Coroner Sutton or the 
next Grand Jury. The murder has created a 
good deal of excitement in the village, where 
Conroy was well known and much liked.

THE PART LUTHER PLAYED. 

At the Baptist ministers’ conference yes- 
terday morning the topic for consideration was 
a paper read by the Rev. J. C. Grimmell, of 
Brooklyn, upon “Reform Movements Prior to 
the Reformation.” The essay was a review ofa 
book by Dr. Ludwig Keller, of Munster, Prussia, 
which has been published only in German, the 
purport of whichis to show that among the 
Waldensians and Swiss there existed communi- 


ties of Anabaptists, with whose teachings and 
teachers Luther early became acquainted. That 
these showed him a way to arestoration of the 
primitive apostolic church, but based upon the 
total separation of Church and State. Luther’s 
reformation was only a deformation. In obedi- 
ence to the pressure of popular opinion he led 
the van of the Reformation, but as one fleeing 
before a rising tide. And he had in the momentof 
triumph sutfered himself to be swerved from 
the full purpose with which he had embarked, 
and had not accomplished the one thing needful 
to religious liberty—to a return to the primitive 
church, the total separation of Church and 
State. The paper provoked considerable dis- 
cussion. 

Next Monday the Rev. W. D. McKinney, of 
Ansonia, Coun., will address the conference upon 
** Home Rule in Ireland.”

DIVIDING BY NATIONALITIES. 


FOREIGN FRUIT TRADE MEN CAN'T 
AGREE ON AN INSPECTOR. 

In the foreign fruit trade there is a bit of 
a split just now over the question of appointing 
nive inspectors to wateh goods after they reach 
this port. There was a special meeting of the 
trade called yesterday afternoen to consider a 
plan in behalf of the econsignees here and ship- 
pers ou the other side of the ocean and to pro- 
tect the delivery of green fruits from the piers. 
It was proposed to appoint Alexander Alessi 
Superintendent of the work and to give him au- 


thority to employ a force of helpers to see that 
boxes of the same mark get in the same pile; 
that boxes are not smashed by the negligence 
and carelessness of truckmen; that every track 
shall be inspected to see that no wrong boxes 
get in the lead, and that proper respect is paid 
to the marks geuerally. As a recompense for 
this Alessi was to get 12 cent on each box, it was 
proposed. 

Some time ago there was trouble over charges 
that samples did not match goods, and the trade 
appointed two inspectors to guard against this. 
Brown & Seccemb, the big auctionsers of the 
trade, also have their own men on duty. and it 
has been customary for the dealers themselves 
to have representatives at the piera when occa- 
sion required. Some of the trades yesterday 
manifested a belief that these precautions were 
sufiicient. A. Minaldi and others earnestly sup- 
ported the new pian, but couldn’t carry it 
through, and the meeting adjourned without 
reaching any decision. 

While the lines cannot be drawn strictly be- 
tween the Italians and the American dealers on 
the subject, the former generally favor Alessi’s 
appointment, while the latter are said to be 
mostly opposed to it. Some threats of with- 
drawing support from the present inspection 
system are made.

NOT QUITE SATISFIED YET. 

A good many of the grain trade men of 
the Produce Exchange are aweary of the lately 
introduced continuous session of the Exchange 
from 10:30 o’clock in the morning to 3 o’clock 
in the afternoon, and, as a result, a meeting of 
the trade will be held to-morrow to cousider the 


question of going back to the old plan of doing 
business on the floor up to 3:30 o’clock, with a 
recess from 2:15 to 3. Whether the pian will 
be carried out is another question, for the new 
way is fairly popular; but there is a chance 
that a third proposition for a continuous session 
to 3:30 o’elock, without any recess, may be the 
one finally adepted. At present the Exchange 
hours do not coincide with those of the Chicago 
Board of Trade, and some of the dealers here 
feel that they are not profiting thereby. 

Alpheus Geer, of Logan, Cowl & Co., has been 
appointed permanent grain caller by the trade, 
He has been filling the place temporarily dur- 
ing the last week while the trading has been 
lively and the veice of the former incumbent 
failed to be loud enough to meet the require- 
ments of the occasion. Mr. Geer has faultless 
lungs.

Thereis no danger of Castle Garden being 
closed, as the Secretary of the Treasury will un- 
doubtedly allow all of the expenses of the commis- 
sion, after an accounting of the privilege money has 
been made.
